Tliis  I  had  intended  to  do  in  the  ordinary  way,  but  not 
e.xiieeting  to  be  ealled  to  the  chair  to-day  I  had  not  written  out  my  remarks,  as  I  intended  to  do, 
as  I  believe  they  arc  always  s]ireail  upon  the  journal.  This  I  wi'll  have  to  do  hereafter,  or  else 
my  remarks  cannot  be  ])laced  on  t  he  journal. 

Senators,  it  is  through  the  ]iartiality  of  tlie  people  that  we  are  permitted  to  assemble  here  as 
one  of  the  branches  of  the  legislative  de])artinent  of  the  State.  I  hope  and  believe  that  vou 
will  have  the  wisdom  to  devise  the  ways  to  carry  out  and  redeem  the  pledges  made  bv  voii  in 
the  several  platforms  upon  which  you'  were  elected.  If  you  do  this,  you  will  earn  not  onlv  a 
continuance  of  the  ciuitidence  reposed  in  you  by  the  people,  but  the  gratitude  of  vour  fellow- 
citizens.  I  li:ive  no  fciiis  but  what  you  will  be  able  to  do  all  that  we  have  promised.  Senators, 
those  of  you  who  belong  to  my  party,  recollect  that  your  honor,  the  good  faith  of  our  party,  the 
perpetuation  of  the  Democratic  jiarty  in  power  in  this  State,  will  depend  on  your  keeping"  faith 
with  the  people,  and  your  acting  upon  your  pledges  to  the  letter.  It  you  do  "this,  if  vou  redeem 
every  ])ledgc  in  the  ])latforms  upon  wh'ich  we  were  elected,  then  it  is  absolutelv  certain  that,  no 
difterence  what  other  misfortunes  may  befall  us,  the  State  of  California,  at  lea"st,  will  be  saved 
to  our  cause.  KecollccI,  that  we  jiretcnd  to  believe  that  the  welfare  of  the  [leople  de])ends  solely 
and  entirely  upon  the  success  of  the  princii)les  of  our  party.  Senators,  it  is  of  the  gravest 
importance  that  this  State  be  saved  to  our  cause.  Recollect,  unless  the  signs  of  the  times  are 
false,  unless  the  fulminations  of  the  I'resideut  of  the  United  States  go  for  naught,  that  we  have 
to  grapple  with  an  enemy  in  the^truggle  for  the  reins  of  governmeiit  that  must  come  oft'  next 
year — an  enemy  more  terrible  than  we  have  ever  had  to  contend  with  in  any  national  struggle 
in  the  history  of  our  country.  We  next  year  light  with  a  party  for  the  reins  of  government, 
pontending  not  (Uily  for  the  perpetuation  of"  its  own  place  and  power — moved  not  onlv  by  this 
desire  common  to  the  whole  American  jicoplc.  for  place  and  power — hut  a  party  striving  iiv  all 
the  worst  passions  known  to  the  hunnm  mind,  those  passions  that  are  engendered  by  politico- 
religions  struggles.  Senators,  this  being  the  case,  all  see  how  important  if  is  to  us,  and  to  all 
the  country,  that  we  redeem  our  pkvigcs  made  to  the  people,  and  save  this  State  to  our  great 
cause.  Senatoi-s.  the  man  who  will  make  pledges  to  the  people  for  the  purpose,  of  obtaining 
their  support  and  their  votes  for  place  and  position,  and  who  will  not  redeem  those  pledges,  is 
not  a  lit  citizen  to  be  elevated  to  the  distinguished  iJosition  of  Senator  in  the  Legislature  of  Cali- 
fornia.

As  for  myseli,  Senators,  I  have  been  called  here  by  the  same  people  who  sent  you.  ThroMgh 
their  kindness  and  partiality  I  have  been  elevated  to  this  distin;;uished  jK>sition  of  President  of 
the  Senate  of  the  State  pf  Califoniia.  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  jjeople  for  the  honor  tfiey 
have  conferred  upon  me,  but,  at  the  same  time,  I  feel  somewhat  o|)pre.<i.iied  by  a  sense  of  my 
unfitness  for  the  position.  Senators,  I  will  have  to  ask  you,  until  I  am  familiarized  and  more 
learned  in  the  duties  of  my  office,  to  bear  with  me  charitably  and  to  sujjp'irt  me.  I  know  but 
little  abotit  the  duties  of  the  chair.  I  shall  have  to  learn,  and  crave  your  indul  jence  at  first.  I 
shall  attempt  to  treat  each  and  every  one  alike,  with  entire  fairness.  I  shall  show  no  favoritism 
between  the  friends  I  have  upon  this  floor,  and  there  is  no  Senator  here  whose  friendsbi))  I  do 
not  claim.  I  shall  treat  all  with  entire  fairness,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  dis<crn  the  right  from  the 
wrong,  and  to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  Senate.  I  shall  jirotect  the  minority  in  all  casi-s  by  the 
fair  and  equal  administration  of  the  niles  of  this  body.  Again  asking  you  for  your  support  and 
indulgence,  having  taken  and  subscribed  to  the  constitutional  oath,  I  have  nothing  more  to  say. 
I  receive  the  badge  of  my  office,  and  await  the  pleasure  of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Tinnin  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  temporary  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  ('hair  for  the  purpose  of 
enrolling  Senate  Bill  Xo.  7. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor,  the  rules  were  su.spended  and  the 
resolution  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Tinnin,  Lewis, 
and  O'Connor. 

At  three  o'clock  and  fifty  minutes  i*.  m.,  on  motion  of  Mr.  McGarvey, 
the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF  GOVERNOR  IRAVIN. 

Fellow  Citizens:  In  pursuance  of  a  custom,  which  has  now 
acquired  the  force  of  law,  1  appear  before  you  to  outline  the  policy 
which  I  shall  attempt  to  exemplify  in  the  administration  of  the 
public  trust  confided  to  me. 

And  first  of  all,  it  is  fit  that  I  make  due  acknowledgment  for  the 
confidence  which  the  i)eople  of  this  great  commonwealth  expressed 
at  the  late  election  in  my  ability,  integrity,  and  devotion  to  the  public 
interests.  It  was  an  indorsement  of  which  I  might  justly  have  felt 
proud,  if  my  claims  to  public  confidence  had  been  much  better 
founded  than  they  were.  And  while  I  am  sincerely  grateful  for  the 
evidences  of  appreciation  so  liberally  bestowed  on  me,  I  am  not  un- 
mindful that  tne  public  confidence  of  which  I  have  been  made  the 
recipient,  has  brought  with  it  corresponding  duties. 

It  has  passed  into  an  adage  that  Republics  are  ungrateful."  The 
treatment  sometimes  received  by  those  who  have  rendered  distin- 
guished public  services,  at  the  hands  of  their  fellow  citizens,  seems 
to  authorize  and  justify  the  aphori.sm.  But,  however  this  may  be,  I 
do  not  believe  the  people  are  ever  really  ungrateful  to  those  who 
have  established  a  title  to  gratitude,  by  reason  of  valuable  services  to 
the  public.  But  the  people  cannot  always  afford  to  evince  their 
gratitude  for  distinguished  ])ublic  services  by  rewarding  tho.se,  who 
nave  rendered  them,  with  public  office.  The  citizen  when  he  votes — 
when  he  discharges  tliat  highest  and  most  sacred  of  all  his  political 
duties — must,  if  he  have  a  just  apiu'eciation  of  the  functions  of  the 
ballot,  be  more  infiuenced  in  casting  his  vote  by  considerations  touch- 
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ing  what  the  candidates  rcspeetivcdy  will  do,  if  eleotcMl,  tliaii  l)y  wliat 
tli(>y  have  already  done.  'I'lic  political  act  of  voting,  while  it  may 
not  wholly  ignore  the  past,  has  s])ecial  reference  to  the  future.  Tlie 
patriot  will  not  sacrifice  the  future  of  his  country;  not  even  to  reward 
one  who  has  served  it  in  tlu;  i)ast.  ITapi)y  is  hv,  if  while  discharging 
his  duty  to  his  country,  he  can,  by  the  saine  act,  discharge  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  one  who  has  already  rendered  that  country  distinguisliecl 
or  yalual)le  .services.  But,  if  in  the  exercise  of  the  inllitical  right  of 
voting,  he  is  presented  with  the  alternative  of  choosing  l)ctwcen  the 
pres(irvation  of  the  in.-^titutions  of  his  country,  or  the  advancement 
of  its  happiness  and  ])rosperity,  on  the  one  hand,  an(l  tlie  discharge 
of  a  debt  of  gratitude,  to  even  a  public  l)enefactor,  on  the  other,  he 
cannot  hesitate  on  which  side  to  cast  his  ballot.  The  obligations 
which  ])atriotisni  imi)0ses,  and  which  are  political  in  their  character, 
and  relate  to  the  whole  future  of  a  country,  are  superior  to  those  due 
for  .services  already  rendered,  however  distinguished  or  valuable  such 
services  may  liave  been.  And  citizens  generally  no  doubt  take  this 
view  of  their  duty,  and,  as  a  rule,  conform  their  political  action  to  it. 

This  brings  me  to  remark  that  I  interpret  the  action  of  the  i)eopIe 
at  the  ])olls  not  so  much  as  an  unqualified  indorsement  of  my  past 
puldic  life,  nor  as  an  exjiression  of  gratitude  for  anything  "l  had 
done,  as  a  declaration  of  confidence  in  my  ability  ancl  di.'^position  to 
conduct.with  prudence,  economy,  and  safety,  the  affairs  of  the  State, 
while  they  shall  be  under  my  charge.  This"  confidence,  so  generously 
reposed  in  me,  admonishes  me  that  I  may  not  lightly  regard  the 
ho])es  and  expectations,  .so  anxiously  entertained,  of  the  administra- 
tion this  day  inaugurated.  I  can  only  i)roniise  that  nothing  which 
honest  i)urpose  and  earnest,  persevering  eflbrt  on  my  part  can  do,  to 
give  the  Slate  a  wise,  efficient,  and  economical  administration,  will 
be  left  undone. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  LIMITATIONS. 

The  tendency  of  iiolitical  thought  at  this  time,  and  I  may  adil  also, 
of  general  i)ublic  sentiment,  is  toward  increased  restrictions  on  leds- 
lative  power.  This  is  due  largely,  no  doubt,  to  the  experience  <if 
many,  if  not  most,  of  the  States,  particularly  in  later  years,  which 
has  demonstrated  the  desirableness,  if  not  ab.<olute  necessity,  of  such 
increased  restrictions.  It  may  sometimes  hai)pen.  indeed,  that  inju- 
dicious restrictions  on  legislative  discretion  will  work  injury  to  the 
l)ublic  interests.  A  striking  example,  in  which  this  has  been  the  case, 
is  found  in  the  practical  workings  of  that  clause  of  our  Constitution 
M-hich  reijuires  Assessors  and  Collectors  to  be  elected  bv  tlie  qualified 
electors  of  the  districts  in  which  they  are  to  assess  and  collect.  This 
clause,  by  its  rigid,  inflexible  requirement  on  the  subject  of  the  con- 
stituency of  Assessors  and  Collectors,  has  caused  an  otherwise  unnec- 
essary multiplication  of  jiublic  officers,  and  has  greatlv  added  to  the 
expeiises  of  government.  But  the  malign  influence  of  this  particular 
restriction  has  shown  itself  most  conspicuously  in  introducing  and 
perpetuating  the  giant  evil  of  unequal  assessments  of  pvopertv.  Reason 
would  suggest  that  if  the  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment is  to  be  derived  from  a  tax  on  property,  the  taxation  should  be 
equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State.  This  is,  also,  the  rule  of  the 
Constitution.  Singularly  enough,  however,  the  Constitution,  after 
adopting  this  sound  and  rational  rule  of  taxation,  in  devising  the 
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ured  only  by  tlie  ability  of  tbe  counties  and  nuuiicipalitics  to  obtain 
credit;  the  counties  and  municipalities  being  but  fractional  parts  of 
the  State,  organized  solely  for  the  convenience  of  local  governinent. 
On  this  subject,  however,  we  are  not  left  to  the  voice  of  logic  alone. 
Ou  r  own  history  speaks.  While  the  prescmt  healthy  condition  of  our 
State  finances  is  the  highest  possible  indorsement  of  the  wisdom 
which  placed  a  limit  to  the  State  debt  which  the  Legislature  might 
create,  the  bankrupt  condition  of  some  of  the  counties,  which  were 
once  wealthy  and  prosjoerous,  and  the  emljarrassed  condition  of 
many  others,  demonstrate,  beyond  all  controversy,  that  the  Consti- 
tution ought  to  have  gone  further,  and  ])laced  a  limit  also  to  the 
indebtedness  which  counties  and  cities  might  create.  In  tlie  absence, 
however,  of  any  constitutional  proliibition,  the  Legislature  should 
resolutely  refuse  all  authority  to  counties  and  cities  to  create  debt 
beyond  a  certain  fixed,  but  small,  percentage  of  their  as.sessment 
rolls. 

BENEFICIAL  KFFECTS  OP  THE  INITTRITION  ON  THE  ST.\TE  TO  LOAN  ITS 
CREDIT  OR  TO  BECOME  A  STOCKHOLDER  IN  CORPORATIONS. 

Just  how  nuich  the  pcoi)le  of  the  State  have  been  .«aved  by  that 
clause  in  the  Constitution  which  forbids  the  State  to  give  or  loan  its 
credit  to  individuals,  associations,  or  corporations,  or  to  become  a 
stockholder  in  associations  or  corporations,  we  shall  never  know. 
But  when  we  observe  what  counties  and  municij>alities.  on  which  no 
such  restriction  was  imposed,  have  done  in  the  way  of  giving  and 
loaning  their  credit  to  corporations,  and  in  becoming  stockholders  in 
corporations,  we  have,  I  tliink,  cause  for  congratulation  that  the 
State  was  not  left,  in  this  matter,  to  the  tender  mercies  of  legislative 
discretion,  but  had  thrown  over  it,  for  its  protection,  the  a>gis  of  a 
constitutional  restriction  on  legislative  power. 

But  here  again  the  Constitution  seems,  at  least,  illogical,  in  impos- 
ing the  restriction  on  the  State  and  not  on  the  counties  and  cities. 
Is  there  any  reason  for  the  i>rohibition  in  the  case  of  the  State  which 
would  not  apidy  with  equal  force  in  the  case  of  a  countv  or  citv? 
Why  was  the  State  torbidden  to  give  or  loan  its  credit  to  cori)orations, 
or  to  become  a  stockholder  in  corporations?  Was  it  because,  if  it 
possessed  this  power,  it  M'ould  be  liable  to  make  an  in.judicious  use  of 
it?  To  give  its  credit  to  improper  objects,  or  loan  it  on  insufficient 
securities?  Or  to  assume  liabilities  which  might  involve  it  in  bank- 
ruptcy? There  can  be  no  question  that  the  State,  if  it  possessed  the 
ower  to  give  or  loan  its  credit  to  corporations  or  to  become  a  stock- 
older  in  corporations,  would  be  constantly  exposed  to  all  these  dan- 
gers. But  can  there  be  even  a  pretext  for  believing  that  the  counties 
and  cities,  possessing  such  a  power,  are  not  equally  exposed  to  the 
same  dangers? 

But  the  apprehension  that  the  State  would  make  an  injudicious  use 
of  this  power,  if  permitted  to  exercise  it,  may  not  have  been  the  chief 
motive  for  the  incorporation  of  the  proliibition  in  the  Constitution. 
It  could  be  plausibly  argued,  at  least,  that  such  a  power,  judiciously 
exercised,  would  be  productive  of  great  public  good.  Whiit  then  was 
the  probable  motive  for  the  introduction  into  the  Constitution  of  a 
positive  and  absolute  prohibition,  forbidding  the  State,  under  any 
possible  or  conceivable  circumstances,  to  give  or  loan  its  credit  to  the 
extent  of  a  farthing  to  any  individual,  association,  or  corporation,  or 
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to  become  a  stockholder  in  any  association  or  corporation  ?  What 
could  it  have  been  but  a  profound  conviction  that  such  use  of  a 
State's  credit  was  no  part  of  the  legitimate  business  of  government? 
Such  gift  or  loan  of  the  credit  of  the  State,  or  the  purchase  by  the 
State  of  stock  in  a  corporation,  would  be  a  perversion  of  the  powers 
of  a  political  corporation,  organized  for  the  purposes  of  pvern- 
ment,  to  mere  private  business  ends.  It  may  well  be  doubted 
whether  a  government  can  ever  legitimately  and  justly  use  its  powers 
for  such  purposes.  But  if  this  was  the  motive  which  induced  the 
inhibition  on  the  State  to  make  such  use  of  its  credit,  it  should  have 
caused  a  like  inhibition  also  on  the  counties  and  cities,  for  they, 
equally  with  the  State,  are  political  corporations,  organized  for  the 
purposes  of  government,  and  endowed  with  governmental,  not  busi- 
ness functions. 

THE  RELATION  OF  GOVERNMENT  TO  RAILROADS. 

It  will  hardly  be  questioned,  theoretically  at  least,  that  government 
ought  to  restrict  its  powers  to  purely  governmental  purposes.  But 
when  this  is  conceded  it  will  not  be  easy  always  to  draM*  the  precise 
line  of  demarcation  between  the  proper  domain  of  governmental 
power  and  the  rightful  territory  of  private  enterprise.  And  there 
are  functions,  vastly  important  to  the  public,  about  which  there  is  a 
grave  question  as  to  whether  they  should  be  discharged  by  govern- 
ment or  surrendered  to  private  capital  and  private  enterprise.  The 
construction  of  railroads,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  is  one 
of  these  functions.  Is  the  construction  of  railroads  a  part  of  the 
legitimate  business  of  government?  Is  it  a  governmental  function 
to  provide  the  public  with  highways? 

Railroads  sustain  to  the  public  about  the  same  relation,  and  per- 
form about  the  same  ofhce  now,  that  ordinary  wagon  roads  did  <luring 
the  pre-railroad  era.  As  the  ordinary  wagon  road  was  then,  so  tlie 
railroad  is  now,  the  highway  of  inland  commerce.  It  was  not  ques- 
tioned then  that  it  was  a  legitimate  function  of  the  government,  and 
even  an  imperative  duty,  to  open  and  maintain  highways  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  public.  And  this  duty  is  still  recognized 
wherever  the  public  necessities  require  only  the  ordinary  wagon  road. 
It  is  not  quite  clear,  on  just  what  grounds  the  government  can  be 
released  from  the  duty  of  providing  the  public  with  highways,  when 
the  public  necessities  demand  that  these  highways  sliall  be  railwaj^s, 
instead  of  ordinary  wagon  roads.  Is  it  any  less  the  duty  of  the  State 
to  provide  railways  now,  where  they  are  required,  tlian  it  \vas  to  pro- 
vide ordinary  roads  before  railroads  were  invented  ?  Or  than  it  is 
now  to  provide  ordinary  roads  where  they  are  required?  Or,  again, 
has  the  State  lost  any  of  its  rights  over  the  highway  in  consequence 
of  the  highway  becoming  a  railway,  which  it  had  and  exercised 
when  the  highway  was  the  ordinary  wagon  road? 

THE  RELATION  OF  RAILWAY  CORPORATIONS  TO  THE  STATE. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  railroads  in  this  country  are  built  by  cor- 
porations. But  what  is,  or  rather,  what  should  be,  the  relation  of 
these  corporations  to  the  State?  Are  they  not  in  fact,  and  should 
they  not  in  contemplation  of  law  be  held  to  be,  agents  of  the  gov- 
ernment, charged  with  the  performance  of  a  duty  to  the  public, 
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■which  the  government  itself  owes?  And  is  it  not  precisely  because 
they  are  agents  of  the  government,  engaged  in  services  which  the 
government  is  bound  to  perform  in  behalf  of  the  public,  that  the 
government  clothes  them  with  the  power  of  eminent  domain  ?  And 
still  more,  on  what  other  hyi)othesis  could  the  exercise  of  the  taxing 
power  in  their  behalf,  which  we  have  seen,  be  justified  ? 

If  tliis  is  the  correct  view  of  the  relation  of  these  corporations  to 
the  government,  what  are  some  of  the  resulting  rights  of  the  govern- 
ment over  the  corporations,  and  duties  of  the  government  to  the 
])ublic?  It  would  seem  clear  that  the  government  must  possess  the 
right  to  require  the  corporations  to  operate  their  roads  in  the  i)ublic 
interests.  I  do  not  mean  to  assert  that  tlie  corporations,  or  perhaps 
more  correctly,  the  persons  who  own  the  stock  of  the  corporations, 
have  not  jn-operty  rights  in  the  roads  which  the  government  is  both 
legally  and  niorally  bound  to  protect.  The  person,  also,  who  holds 
a  public  office,  has  rights  which  the  government  is  morally  bound,  at 
least,  to  respect.  But  the  public  welfare  is  the  inducement  to,  and 
the  sole  justification  of,  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the 
office.  And  the  government  is  bound  to  see  that  the  ottice  is  con- 
ducted primarily  to  promote  the  public  welfare ;  not  to  improve  the 
fortune  or  better  the  social  condition  of  the  incumbent.  In  like 
manner,  the  inducement  to,  and  the  justification  of,  the  construction 
of  railroads  arc  the  demaiuls  of  the  public  interests.  It  is  only  be- 
cause the  public  interests  demand  railroads  that  the  government  is 
justified  in  conferring  on  the  cori)orations  the  power  necessary  for 
their  construction.  'J'lie  intei'csts  of  the  cori)orations  are  subordinate 
to  the  public  welfare.  And  the  relations  of  the  government  to  the 
public  place  it  under  the  highest  conceivable  obligations  to  compel 
the  corjiorations  to  maintain  and  conduct  their  roads  jvimarih/  in 
the  public  interest,  not  for  the  enrichment  of  the  stockholders.  The 
public  necessities  and  the  public  convenience  mu.st  have  precedence 
of  the  private  interests,  represented  by  the  corporations.  Such  I 
luiderstand  to  be  the  relation  of  the  government  to  the  railroads; 
and  the  duty  of  the  government,  growing  out  of  that  relation,  to  re- 
quire them  to  be  conducted  in  the  public  interest. 

As  already  stated,  I  do  not  deny  that  corporations  which  construct 
and  maintain  railways,  have  property  rights  in  their  roads  which  the 
State  is  bound,  both  morally  and  legally,  to  protect.  I  do  not  sup- 
I)ose,  however,  that  the  duty  of  protection,  which  the  State  owes  to 
the  proi)erty  rights  of  railroad  corporations,  is  incompatible  Avith  that 
other  duty  which  the  State  owes  to  the  i)ublic — of  requiring  the  cor- 
porations to  oi^erate  their  i-oads  for  the  public  wellare.  The  two 
duties  are  co-existent,  and  the  government  cannot,  without  recreancy 
to  its  high  trusts,  ignore  or  disregard  either. 

I  am  not  unaware  that  those  interested  in  the  stock  and  bonds  of 
railroads  deny  the  right  of  the  State  to  lix  the  rates  which  the  cor- 
l)orations  may  charge  for  their  services.  This  denial  is  based  on  the 
assumption  that  railroad  charters  are  contracts,  and  that  to  fix  rates 
any  lower  than  those  prescribed  by  law  at  the  time  of  the  granting  of 
the  charters  would  be  a  violation  of  the  contracts.  However  valid 
this  argument  may  be,  when  applied  to  charters  granted  without  the 
right  being  reserved  to  alter  their  terms,  I  think  it  Avholly  inapplica- 
ble to  corporations  formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State ;  for  the  Con- 
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stitution  of  the  State  expressly  reserves  to  the  Legislature  the  right  to 
alter,  from  time  to  time,  or  to  repeal,  all  corporation  laws.  This 
reservation  of  power  enters  as  an  element  into  every  railroad  charter, 
and  takes  it  from  the  category  of  contracts,  protected  by  tiie  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States.  At  least,  I  hold  such  to  be  its  effect,  and 
shall  continue  to  do  so,  till  the  tribunal  of  last  resort  shall  decide 
otherwise. 

Assuming  then,  as  I  do,  that  the  State  has  the  power,  and  that  it  is 
her  duty,  to  reqviire  railway  corporations  to  operate  their  roads  for 
the  public  welfare,  in  what  manner  shall  she  exercise  this  power, 
and  discharge  this  duty?  It  may  be  asserted,  in  general  terms,  that 
the  State  must  prevent  extortion,  oppression,  and  unjust  discrimina- 
tions by  railroad  corporations,  and  must  compel  such  corporations  to 
carry  passengers  and  freight  over  their  roads  at  reasonable  rates.  I 
am  aware,  however,  that  to  determine  what  reasonable  rates  are,  is  a 
problem  full  of  practical  difficulties.  Without  i^ttempting  to  fix  the 
exact  limit  of  the  legal  power  which  the  State  may  exert  in  regulat- 
ing the  rates  of  fares  and  freights  on  railroads,  it  would  seem  clear 
that  she  has  not  the  moral  right  to  require  the  companies  to  carry  at 
rates  which  would  not  yield  a  reasonable  interest  on  the  capital 
invested.  On  moral  grounds,  at  lea.st,  tho.'^e  who  invest  their  capital 
in  the  construction  of  railway.s  are  as  much  entitled  to  a  reasonable 
return  on  their  investment  as  are  those  who  invest  in  other  enter- 

E rises.  But,  while  this  is  conceded  to  the  fullest  extent,  it  must  be 
orne  in  mind,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  State  is  equally  bound 
to  protect  the  public  against  the  injustice  and  oppression  of  rates 
which  would  yield  excessive  returns  on  the  capital  invested. 

Those,  on  the  one  hand,  who  have  their  capital  invested  in  the 
roads,  and  the  general  public,  who  must  pay  for  tlie  service  which 
the  roads  perform,  both  have  their  rights.  To  adju.st  a  schedule  of 
fares  and  freights  which  will  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  both  jiar- 
ties  is  a  task  that  will  tax,  to  the  utmost,  the  ability,  the  intelli- 
gence, and  the  imjjartiality  of  the  Legislature.  But  difficult  and 
laborious  as  the  work  will  be,  the  Legislature  may  not  shrink  from  the 
responsibility  of  providing  the  public  with  all  necessary  protection 
against  o])pression,  present  or  prospective,  from  the  railway  corpora- 
tions, while  the  corporations  are  left  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  their 
just  rights  and  ])riA'ileges. 

Having  stated  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  State  has  the  power,  and 
that  it  is  her  duty,  to  supervi.se  the  railroads,  I  now  venture  to  sug- 
gest the  creation  of  a  Commission  to  assist  in  this  work.  I  am  quite 
aware  that  no  legislative  power  could  be  delegated  to  a  Commission. 
A  Commission,  however,  could  be  clothed  with  power  to  correct 
abuses  by  compelling  the  corporations  to  obey  the  laws  already  on 
the  statute  book.  It  could,  also,  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  collect- 
ing such  statistical  and  other  information  as  must  precede  and 
become  the  basis  of  intelligent  legislation  on  railroad  matters.  In 
addition,  it  could  be  given  such  other  powers,  and  be  charged  with 
such  others  duties,  as  the  experience  of  other  States,  which  have 
Boards  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  has  shown  to  be  desirable  oTf 
necessary. 

IRRIGATION. 

Another  subject  which  now  occupies  a  large  share  of  public  atten- 
tion, and  in  which  the  people  in  some  sections  of  the  State  are 
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vitally  interested,  is  that  of  irrigation.  It  is  probably  tlie  most 
important,  and  at  the  same  time  the  most  difficult,  prol)lem  with 
which  the  Legislature  will  have  to  deal  at  the  present  session.  In 
fact,  it  would  be  dlHicult  to  overstate  the  importance  of  irrigation,  or 
to  magnify  the  ditllculties  that  must  be  encountered  in  obtaining  it. 
I  should  deem  it  a  work  of  supererogation  to  attempt  to  prove  that 
irrigation  is  desirable;  that  it  wouhl  increase  the  productive  capa- 
city of  large  areas  a  hundred  or  even  a  thousand  fold ;  and  that  no 
eflbrt  should  be  spared  to  obtain  it  for  those  localities  which  need  it, 
at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.  On  all  these  points  ])ublic  senti- 
ment throughout  the  State  is  in  substantial  harmony.  "NVe  are  called 
on  now,  however,  to  give  a  ])ractical  solution  to  the  question,  "How 
shall  we  oljtain  irrigation?"  In  devising  a  system  of  irrigation  it 
would  seem  necessary  that  the  Legislature  should  i»rovide: 

jf'V/'.s< — For  the  division  of  the  portions  of  the  State,  which  need 
irrigation,  into  districts,  in  such  a  manner  that  all  the  lands  which 
must  be  irrigated,  if  at  all,  from  the  same  source  of  sui)ply,  shall 
form  a  single  district.  It  will  devolve  on  the  Legislature  to  adopt 
the  plan  which  shall  oflier  the  best  guarantees  for  having  this  work 
done  in  a  proi)er  manner,  and  (he  most  economically. 

Second — Foi-  the  appropriation  by  irrigation  districts  of  such  unap- 
propriated waters  as  they  may  require  for  irrigation  i)urposes;  and 
for  tlie  acquisition  by  such  districts,  by  purchase  or  condemnation, 
of  such  \yaters  held  by  adverse  right  as  they  may  require.  Irrigation 
will  be  impossible  unless  irrigation  districts  are  clothed  with  these 
rights. 

Third — That  each  separate  i)ortion  of  land  forming  an  irrigation 
district  shall  have  an  indefeasible  right  to  its  pro  rata  share  of  the 
water  belonging  to  the  district.  The  right  of  each  i)ortion  of  the 
land  of  a  district  to  a  pro  rata  share  of  the  water  appropriated  to 
such  district  results,  as  a  necessary  corollary  from  the  power  assumed, 
first,  to  form  all  the  lands  susceptible  of  irrigation  from  the  same 
source  into  a  district;  and,  second,  to  give  such  district  the  right  to 
appropriate,  purchase,  or  condemn  the  water  necessary  for  its  irriga- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  the  Legislature  must  determine  the  finan- 
cial basis  on  which  irrigation  shall  rest.  The  financial  problem  is 
likely  to  i)rove  the  most  ditticult  of  solution  of  any  connected  with 
irrigation.  There  would  be  a  manifest  injustice  in  making  the  cost 
of  irrigation  a  charge  either  on  the  State  or  on  counties.  The  justice 
of  making  each  district  bear  the  expense  of  its  own  irrigation  seems 
so  clear  that  I  hardly  think  there  can  be  any  ditl'erence  of  opinion 
on  that  point.  But  there  may  be  some  question  whether  this  expense 
should  be  borne  by  the  whole  property  of  the  district  or  only  by  the 
land.  A  very  little  reflection,  however,  will,  I  think,  sufhce  to  show 
that  only  the  land,  and  not  the  whole  property  of  the  district,  should 
be  taxed  to  provide  irrigation.  Irrigation  is  a  process  of  fertilization, 
the  water  being  the  fertilizer.  Its  effects  on  land  are  analagous  to 
those  of  guano,  or  any  other  substance  used  to  increase  its  productive- 
ness. By  increasing  the  productiveness  of  land,  it  adds  to  its  value. 
And  as  the  owners  of  the  land  are  the  persons  chiefly  benefited  by 
the  additional  value  given  to  it  by  irrigation,  they  should  bear  the 
expense  of  irrigation.  In  other  words,  the  cost  of  bringing  water 
upon  land  should  be  paid  out  of  the  increa.sed  value  given  to  the  land. 

I  can  only  add  that  the  Legislature  will  ever  find  in  me  a  ready 
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and  zealous  co-operator  in  any  judicious,  well-considered,  and  prac- 
ticable scheme,  which  it  may  devise,  for  converting  our  dry  and  barren 
plains  into  fruitful  fields,  by  bringing  the  life-giving  and  fertilizing 
water  upon  them. 

STATE  PRISON. 

Another  subject  which  ought  to  engage  the  earnest  attention  of  the 
Legislature  is  the  State  Prison.  Of  all  our  public  institutions  it  is  in 
the  most  unsatisftictory  condition.  This  is  not  said  to  censure  those 
who  have  managed  it.  They  have  probabh'  done  as  well  as  it  was 
possible  to  do  with  the  facilities  at  their  command,  and  under  the 
system  established.  And  I  will  not  assert,  with  any  degree  of  posi- 
tiveness,  that  any  system  can  be  devised,  or  any  management  insti- 
tuted, wliich  wili  give  any  better  average  results.  I  do  not  suppose 
that  any  one  will  claim  that  the  prison  has  been,  in  any  considerable 
degree,  successful  as  a  reformatorv;  and  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  pos- 
sible, however  desirable  it  may  be,  to  reform  any  considerable  per- 
centage of  those  who  belong  to  the  criminal  classes,  proper.  But, 
however  this  may  be,  there  is  one  point,  at  least,  in  which  all  will 
agree — at  least  all  taxpayers — to  wit:  that  the  prison  should  be  made 
as  nearly  self-supporting  as  po.ssible.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the 
prison,  in  addition  to  receipts  from  prison  labor,  and  exclusive  of 
exi)enditures  for  permanent  improvements,  is  over  eighty  thousand 
dollars  per  annum.  I  need  not  add  that  this  is  a  heavy  burden  on 
the  taxpayers,  of  which  they  .should  be  relieved,  if  it  is  jjossible  to 
relieve  them.  No  great  reduction  can  be  made  in  the  cost  of  sup- 
porting, ofKccring,  and  guarding  the  prisoners.  Our  i)risoners  cost 
per  man  about  the  same  as  those  of  Massachusetts  and  Ohio — States 
in  whicli  their  prisons  have  been,  with  rare  exceptions,  self-supi)ort- 
ing  for  .several  years  past.  They  have  not  surpassed  us  in  economy 
in  supjjorting  prisoners,  but  have  been  more  successful  in  utilizing 
their  labor.  The  last  biennial  report  of  our  prison  shows  that  the 
earnings  of  the  prisoners  for  the  two  years,  ending  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundrecl  and  seventy-five,  were  48.8  i^er  cent,  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  prison  for  the  same  period;  and  that  for  one  of  these 
years,  the  prisoners,  under  wages,  were  forty-nine  and  a  half  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number  in  the  prison,  and  for  the  other  forty-two  and  a 
half  per  cent.  These  facts  show  that  if  all  the  prisoners  could  be 
kejit  under  wages,  at  the  rates  received,  the  prison  would  be  very 
nearly  self-supporting. 

Can  all  the  in-isoners  be  let  out  under  contract,  or  be  otherwise 
employed  at  remunerative  labor?  I  answer,  not  without  more  shop 
room.  The  first  stei)  toward  making  the  pri.son  self-supporting  must 
he  the  erection  of  more  shops.  Should  tl)e  additional  shou  room 
required,  as  well  as  the  additional  cells,  which  are  needed,  oe  pro- 
vided wholly  at  Folsom,  or  in  part  at  San  Quentin?  With  a  daily 
average  of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-one  prisoners  for  the  last  two 
years,  the  cost  for  officers  and  guards  has  been  forty-three  and  a  half 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  cost  of  the  prison,  ^^'ith  two  prisons  the  cost 
for  officers  and  guards  would  be  nearly  doubled. 

\\'ill  it  be  easier  to  keep  the  convicts  employed,  or  will  their  labor 
be  more  valualjle,  at  Folsom  than  it  is  at  San  Quentin  ?  The  answers 
to  these  questions  depend,  in  my  judgment,  on  the  answers  which 
shall  be  returned  to  the  following:  Can  convicts  be  employed 
profitably  at  quarrying  and  dressing  granite  at  Folsom?   If  yes, 
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What  mimbcr  can  be  so  employed?  I  think  I  hazard  nothing  in 
assuming  that  for  any  other  purpose,  convict  labor  will  always  be  in 
much  better  demand,  and  will  command  much  higher  prices,  at  >San 
Quentin  than  at  Folsom.  If  these  opinions  be  well  founded,  the 
Legislature  should  pause  before  determining  to  provide  all  additional 
prison  accommodations,  which  may  be  re(ivnrc(l,  at  Folsom. 

I  venture  to  suggest:  That  the  first  story  of  the  prison  com- 
menced at  Folsom  be  carried  forward  to  completion,  and  that  the 
work  be  then  stopped.  This  will  give  one  hundred  and  sixty  cells. 
Let  the  cxi)eriment  of  quarrying  and  dres.sing  granite  with  convicts 
be  then  tried.  If  the  experiment  proves  successful,  and  there  be  a 
demand  for  the  labor  of  more  prisoners  than  can  be  accommodated 
in  the  cells  already  ]n-ovided,  let  an  additional  story,  or  two,  if  nec- 
essary, be  built  on  the  prison. 

Li  the  meantime  more  shop  room  and  more  cell  room  must  be 
provided  somewhere.  And  these  additional  accommodations  are  not 
wanted  as  mere  conveniences  or  luxuries;  they  are  I'equired  as  abso- 
lute necessities.  No  step  can  be  taken  toward  making  the  prison 
self-supporting  without  them. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison,  also,  no  doubt,  should  be  changed  in 
some  respects.  The  contractors  of  prison  labor  all  comjjlain  that  it 
is  too  lax  ;  and  it  is  certain  that  the  discipline  in  those  prisons  which 
are  self-sustaining  is  much  more  rigid  than  it  is  in  ours.  The  Board 
of  Prison  Directors,  however,  have,  I  think,  all  the  power  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  discipline,  except  in  one  i)articular.  I  would 
advise  that  the  power  be  given  to  the  Board  to  set  apart  a  portion  of 
the  earnings  of  the  prisoner — say  ten  per  cent,  or  less — to  be  given  to 
him,  the  one-half  of  it,  from  time  to  time,  if  he  should  so  desire,  for 
the  purchase  of  articles  of  necessity  and  comfort;  the  other  half,  at 
the  time  of  his  discharge  from  prison.  His  receiving  any  part  of  his 
earnings  should,  of  course,  be  made  dei)endent  on  his  meriting  it  by 
honest,  faithful  labor,  and  general  good  conduct.  Clothed  with  this 
power,  the  Board  could  establish  a  system  of  rewards  for  faithful 
labor  and  skillful  workmanship,  coupled  with  general  good  conduct, 
whicli  could  luuxlly  fail  to  exert  a  most  salutarj'  influence  in  the 
maintenance  of  discipline,  while  it  would  prove  a  powerful  incentive 
to  the  prisoner  to  try  to  make  his  labor  as  valuable  as  i)ossible  to  the 
contractor. 

And  aside  from,  and  in  addition  to,  all  this,  our  system  of  prison 
management  should  be  so  changed  that  we  could  place  the  prison  in 
charge  of  an  educated  and  permanent  corps  of  officers.  By  educated, 
I  mean  qualified  specially  for  the  particular  duties  which  a  prison 
officer  has  to  i)erform.  And  as  these  qualifications  are  usually  the 
combined  result  of  an  original  aptitude,  and  an  experience,  more  or 
less  protracted,  ofiicers  who  possess  them  should  not  be  superseded  by 
the  naturally  unfit,  or  the  inexperienced.  Though  the  reform  now 
suggested  is  partially  within  legislative  power,  probably  a  constitu- 
tional amendment  will  be  necessary  to  give  the  management  of  the 
prison  the  desired  permanence. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION. 

.1  have  already  stated  that  I  understand  the  scope  of  the  decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court  to  be,  that  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  assum- 
ing to  confer  on  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  power  to  change,  or 
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to  cause  to  be  changed,  assessments  made  by  County  Assessors,  are  in 
conflict  with  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  which  requires  Assess- 
ors to  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  district  in  which  they  are  to 
assess. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  overstate  the  extent  of  the  inequalities  of 
the  assessments  made  in  the  different  counties  in  pursuance  of  this 
provision  of  the  Constitution ;  or  the  consequent  necessity  for  some 
tribunal  with  power  to  review  the  valuations  of  property  made  by 
local  Assessors,  and  to  change  these  valuations  when  the  facts  show 
them  to  be  either  too  high  or  too  low. 

In  fact,  the  history  of  the  practical  workings  of  our  revenue  laws 
has  demonstrated,  if  it  has  demonstrated  anything,  that  without 
some  body,  with  powers  similar  to  those  attempted  to  be  given  to  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization,  tlie  different  counties  can  never  be  made 
to  bear  their  just  proportion,  and  no  more,  of  the  burden  of  support- 
ing the  State  government.  As  long  as  Assessors,  or  the  County 
Boards  of  Supervisors,  arc  the  only  officers  that  can  be  vested  with 
power  to  determine  the  value  of  property,  for  the  pur{)Oses  of  taxa- 
tion, some  counties  will  bear  much  more  than  their  just  share  of 
State  burdens,  while  others  will  bear  much  less.  This,  it  must  be 
admitted,  is  a  grievous  evil.  But  if  I  have  not  misinterpreted  the 
decisions  of  our  tribunal  of  last  resort,  it  is  an  evil  for  which  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization  can  furnish  no  remedy. 

And  as  the  maintenance  of  this  Board  adds  materially  to  the 
public  burdens,  while  the  decisions  of  the  Courts  have  shorn  it  of 
all  power  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  its  creation,  I  respectfully 
suggest  that  considerations  of  economy  imperatively  demand  that  it 
be  abolished.   And,  accordingly,  I  so  recommend. 

THE  VIOLATIONS  OF  PUBLIC  TRUSTS. 

While  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  pursue  with  the  tireless 
step  and  the  sleepless  eye  of  an  avenging  Nemesis  every  transgressor 
of  the  laws  made  to  protect  society,  there  are  some  offenses  which 
should  call  down  on  the  heads  of  their  guiltt  perpetrators,  with  more 
than  ordinaiy  certainty  and  swiftness,  tne  full  measure  of  retributive 
justice.  An  offense  of  this  character  is  the  violation  of  a  public 
trust.  And  at  the  present  time^ — in  the  existing  condition  of  public 
sentiment — I  know  of  no  other  crime  wliich  it  is  so  necessarj''  to  pun- 
ish, to  save  society  from  utter  demoralization  and  ruin.  The  opinion 
is  quite  general — I  had  almost  said  is  universal — that  every  public 
officer,  who  has  the  opportunity,  M'ill  enrich  himself  by  plundering 
the  public.  And  I  am  sorry  to  be  compelled  to  add  that,  in  too  many 
instances,  the  conduct  of  those  charged  with  public  trusts  has  given 
just  ground  for  such  opinion. 

And  it  is  to  be  observed  further,  also,  that  the  impunity,  or,  at 
least  apparent  impunity,  with  which  public  officers  have  appropriated 
to  their  own  use  the  public  funds,  by  a  gross  and  almost  open  viola- 
tion of  the  trusts  committed  to  them,  has  apparently  impressed  on 
the  lower  grade,  and  even  average  public  mind,  the  conviction  that 
to  rob  the  Government  is  legitimate,  and  that  not  to  do  so,  when  one 
has  the  opportunity,  argues  the  lack  of  enterprise  and  business 
talent — not  the  possession  of  a  quality  for  which  he  is  entitled  to 
public  respect.  That  a  sentiment  of  this  kind  does  exist  to  an  alarm- 
ing extent,  in  certain  strata  of  society,  no  close  observer  of  social 
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phenomena  can  doubt.  No  more  can  any  one  capable  of  the  simplest 
form  of  reasoning— of  following  causes  to  their  immediate  effects — 
doubt  that  such  a  sentiment,  if  permitted  to  grow,  and  spread,  and 
perpetuate  itself,  must  result  in  the  utter  demoralization  and  ruin  of 
society.  Society,  therefore,  is  bound,  in  self-protection,  in  self-preser- 
vation, to  clieck  the  growth  of  this  sentiment  and  to  crush  it  out 
utterly.  How  can  this  be  done?  I  answer,  only  by  pursuing  and 
hunting  down  with  tireless  energy,  and  punishing  with  remorseless 
rigor,  the  guilty  violator  of  a  public  trust.  Sympathy  may  plead  for 
the  overtaken,  prostrate,  and  crushed  criminal;  but  the  great  in ter- 
cst,s  of  society,  when  sui)ported  by  the  demands  of  justice,  may  not 
be  ignored,  nor  imperilled,  out  of  deference  to  a  mawkish  sentiment- 
alism  wliich  is  shocked  at  all  punishment,  however  just,  of  indi- 
viduals. 

SCHOOL  QUESTION. 

The  relation  which  the  Slate  .should  sustain  to  the  public  schools 
is  a  subject  of  very  great  importance.  Moreover,  it  is  one  whicli,  at 
present,  is  engaging  a  large  share  of  public  attention,  and  wliich, 
judging  from  recent  indications,  is  likely  at  an  early  day  to  assume 
still  greater  prominence  as  a  public  question,  if  it  is  not  precipitated 
as  an  issue  of  partisan  i)olitics.  The  great  importance  of  the  ques- 
tion, whic'h  is  universally  acknowledged,  in  conjunction  with  a  cer- 
tain sensitiveness  of  the  public  mind,  approximating  a  condition  of 
alarm,  in  relation  to  it,  must  be  both  my  excuse  and  justification  for 
referring  to  it  on  this  occasion.  I  shall  state,  as  succinctly  as  I  can, 
what  I  conceive  should  be  the  relation  of  the  State  to  the  system  of 
public  education. 

It  has  passed  into  an  aphorism,  and  may  be  accepted  as  axiomatic, 
that  republican  government  must  be  based  on  the  intelligence  of 
the  people.  Without  intelligence  among  the  masses,  it  woulil  be  im- 
possible long  to  maintain  republican  institutions,  ^^'ith  us,  there- 
fore, general  education  is  not  only  justifictl,  but  is  made  imperative, 
by  the  very  conditions  of  our  political  system.  To  withhold  educa- 
tion from  the  masses  of  the  people,  or  to  make  access  to  our  schools 
so  difficult  or  expensive  that  large  numbers  could  not  make  them 
available  for  the  education  of  tiieir  children,  would  be  to  remove  the 
corner  stone  on  which  our  jjolitical  editice  rests.  Under  our  govern- 
ment, therefore,  the  education  of  the  people— not  merely  the  educa- 
tion of  the  wealthy  or  of  tlie  well-to-do  classes,  but  of  all— is  a  pub- 
lic necessity  which  the  State  itself  must  provide  for,  and  sui)ervise. 
This  public  necessity — for  we  cannot  recognize  it  as  anything  less — 
not  only  sustains,  but  imperatively  demands,  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  taxation  by  the  State  for  the  support  of  schools  in  which 
the  children  of  all  may  obtain  an  education.  This  much  the  State, 
as  the  organized  form  through  which  society  acts,  must  do  in  self- 
protection  and  self-perpetuation. 

The  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  the  means  to  educate  the  children, 
resident  therein,  may  be  supported  on  another  ground,  also.  Hu- 
manity imposes  on  society  the  duty  of  providing  for  the  physical 
wants  of  those  who  are  needy,  and  incapable  of  helping  themselves, 
whether  the  helplessness  is  that  of  infancy  or  arises  from  sickness  or 
from  the  decrepitude  of  age,  whenever  their  natural  guardians  or 
helpers  fail,  through  death,  poverty,  or  any  other  cause,  to  provide  for 
them.    In  every  civilized  community,  education  is  recognized  as  an 
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actual,  bona  Me  want  of  the  individual,  as  much  as  is  the  food  that 
keefis  him  alive,  or  the  clothing  that  keeps  him  warm.  Education  is 
necesisary  for  the  individual,  to  enable  him  to  provide  properly  for 
his  phyacal  necessities  and  comforts.  The  parent,  therefore,  may  no 
more  neglect  to  educate  his  child  than  he  may  neglect  to  feed  or 
clothe  him,  during  the  period  of  his  helplessness.  And  as  humanity 
imposes  on  societj"  the  dutv"  of  feeding  and  clothing  the  infant,  in 
case  of  the  de^ult  of  the  parent,  who  is  his  natural  guardian,  so 
humanity  imposes  a  like  duty  on  society  in  relation  to  the  education  of 
the  infant,  if  the  parent  neglect  or  is  unable  to  provide  this  necessity 
for  him.  And  whatever  duty  humanity  imposes  on  society  at  large 
becomes  a  legitimate  charge  on  the  State,  for  the  State  is  but  the 
organ  of  society,  through  which  it  discharges  its  functions. 

Having  thus*  stated,  as  clearly  as  I  can,  and  without  equivocation, 
that  I  hold  it  to  l>e  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  all  children,  resi- 
dent therein,  or  at  lea-st  to  see  that  all  children  are  provided,  with 
the  means  of  obtaining  an  education,  I  desire  to  remark,  briefly, 
on  what  this  educ-ation  should  be.  The  absolute  divorce  of  Church 
and  State  is  a  doctrine  which  lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  our  whole 
political  system.  Congress  is  forbidden  "to  make  any  law  respect- 
ing an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise 
thereof."  And  the  Constitution  of  this  State  provides,  that  "  the  free 
exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and  worship,  without 
discrimination  or  preference,  shall  forever  be  allowed  in  this  State." 
I  think  I  may  assert  without  reservation,  and  without  the  fear  of 
contradiction,  that  the  idea  of  a  perfect  severance — an  absolute  divorce 
— of  Church  and  State,  obtains  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
is  incorporated  into  the  Constitutions  of  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  States, 
and  is  deeply  imbedded  in  the  very  heart  of  hearts  of  the  great  body 
of  the  American  people.  The  education,  therefore,  which  the  State 
must  provide  is  secular:  not  religious.  The  State  is  firmly  held  by 
the  letter  of  our  Constitution,  and  by  the  common  law  of  the  land, 
indelibly  written  on  the  heart.s  of  the  people,  to  a  rigid  impartialitv 
— a  .strict  neutrality — as  between  the  different  forrns  of  religion.  It 
is  strictly  enjoined  against  all  religious  propogandism ;  but  it  must 
allow  "  the  free  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profes.sion  and 
worship  without  discrimination  or  preference."  It  is  against  the' 
letter  of  the  law  and  the  whole  genius  of  our  institutions,  that  a  soli- 
tarv  farthing  should  be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  support  of  religion. 
The  written  law  in  the  books,  and  the  unwritten  law  in  the  hearts  of 
the  yjeople,  concur  in  the  declaration  that  the  only  proper  mode  of 
supporting  a  religion  is  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  those  who 
profess  it. 

The  education,  therefore,  which  the  State  is  bound  to  provide, 
must  embrace  only  those  branches  of  learning  which  are  neces.sary 
parts  of  all  systems  of  education  ;  those  only  about  whose  utility  and 
necessity  there  is  a  substantial  agreement  among  all  civilized  peoples, 
among  the  adherents  of  all  religions,  and  the  membership  of  all 
sects.  Such  are  reading,  writing^  arithmetic,  geography,  grammar, 
natural  history,  natural  philosophy,  geometrj-,  trigonometry,  survev- 
ing.  civil  en^neering,  etc.  These  and  other  cognate  branches  of 
science  and  art  are  neither  Pagan,  Mahomedan,  nor  Christian  ;  they 
are  neither  Protestant  nor  Catholic.  They  are  adapted  to  the  wants 
and  neces-sities  of  men  and  women,  as  human  beings.  And  whether 
the  men  and  women  be  Pagan,  Mahomedan  or  Christian — Protestant 
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or  Catliolic — tlicy  istaiid  equally  in  need  of  the  knowledge  acquired 
by  a  study  of  these  and  cooiiatc;  l)ranches.  To  instruct  in  these  is 
not  to  instruct  in  religion  ;  yet  such  instruction  is  not  antagonistic  to 
religion,  hut  harmonizes  well  with  all  religions,  and  with  the  doc- 
triiies  of  all  branches  of  the  church. 

From  \vhat  has  been  .said  I  make  the  following  deductions: 
The  State  must  ])rovide,  in  a  system  of  common  schools,  for  tlic 
education  of  the  children  resident  therein,  in  such  branches  of  non- 
religious  or  secular  knowledge  as  by  common  con.'^ent  are  recognized 
as  necessary  to  enable  men  and  women  to  propei'ly  sui)])ort  them- 
selves; and  as  necessary  to  e(iuip  men  and  women  ioi'  their  duties  as 
citizens. 

The  .State  may  not  force  into  tlie  schools,  which  her  duty  cominds 
her  to  maintain,  studies  obnoxious  to  any  ])ortion  of  the  citizens  of 
the  State,  on  account  of  the  religious  character  of  such  studies.  The 
obligation  which  binds  the  .State  to  maintain  public  schools  is  of  no 
more  force  than  is  the  obligation  which  requir(>s  her  to  exclude  from 
them  all  sectarian  religious  studies. 

The  ideas  of  government  and  principles  of  pul)lic  poiicv,  which 
forl)id  the  State  to  emi)loy  the  taxing  ixnver  to  establish  a'religion, 
or  support  a  church,  forbid  it  e(iually  to  apjiortion  a  fund,  rai-sed  by 
taxation,  among  scliools  devoted,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  religious 
education-. 

Neither  the  peo])le  of  this  State,  nor  of  the  I'nited  States,  are,  in 
my  judgment,  opposed  to  schools  for  the  religious  instruction  of 
children;  they  are,  however,  if  I  am  not  much  mistaken,  even 
violently  oppo.sed  to  the  employment  of  the  taxing  ])ower  of  either 
tlie  State  or  the  United  States,  for  the  su])port  of  such  schools, 
Public  sentiment,  as  well  as  sound  principles  of  government,  demands 
that  schools,  devoted,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  religious  instruction, 
shall,  like  religious  establishments,  be  supi)orled  bv  tho.se  who 
patronize  them  ;  and  that  the  power  of  the  State  shall  "be  emploved 
only  to  provide  that  education  which  is  useful  to  all  alike,  in  sjain- 
uig  a  livelihood,  and  necessary  to  all  alike,  for  the  intelligent  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  as  citizens. 

And  now  I  will  venture  to  express  the  belief  that  on  this  subject  I 
am  in  substantial  accord  with  the  great  body  of  the  people  of  this 
State,  irrespective  of  party  ;  nay,  more,  that  I  aiii  in  substantial  accord 
with  the  great  body  of  the  people  of  all  the  States. 

THK  CURRENCY  QUKSTIOX. 

Although  the  currency  question,  which  is  now  engaging  .so  large 
a  share  of  public  attention,  is  in  no  proi)er  sense  a  (lue.stion  of  State 
polity,  1  do  not  think  it  at  all  doubtful  what  i)osition  California 
occupies,  or  will  occupy,  on  it  as  a  question  of  national  polities.  It 
would  be  superfluous  to  remark  that  California  has  alwavs  been  a 
hard  money  State,  or  that  the  people  of  the  State  are  indissolubly 
wedded  to  gold  and  silver,  as  the  only  ])roper  circulating  mediuni. 
Here,  public  sentiment  has  steadfastly  refused  to  accejjt  aiivthing,  as 
a  substitute  for  tlie  precious  metals,  to  i)erform  the  office  of  money. 
Ami  even  the  gold  notes,  which  are  exchangeable  for  gold  at  the  will 
of  the  holder,  can  be  got  into  circulation  only  with  difficulty,  and  to 
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a  limited  extent.  The  actual  circtilatiug  iiiedium  in  n.«c  bj'  the 
people,  in  the  transactions  of  their  daily  business,  is  now,  as  it  always 
has  been,  gold  and  silver. 

It  is  i)ro])er  to  remark  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  State  has  acted 
wisely  in  adhering  to  a  hard  currency — the  currency  of  commerce — 
in  all  the  vicissitudes  of  the  pa.st,  and  that  her  ])resent  ])rosperous 
condition  is  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  that  circumstance.  I  will  not 
a.ssert  that  the  United  States  could  get  along  without  i)aper  money,  of 
any  kind  or  character,  as  California  has  done  during  the  greater  jiart 
of  her  history,  but  I  will  assert  that  no  jiaper  .«houhl  be  permitted  to 
cii-culate  as  money,  unless  it  posse.'^s  the  character  of  interchange- 
ability  with  gold,  at  the  will  of  the  holder.  This  is  the  one  sole  test 
of  the  fitness  of  paper  or  any  other  substance  to  become,  under  any 
possible  or  conceivable  circumstances,  a  substitute  for  gold  and  silver, 
as  money. 

But  wliile  this  is  the  case,  I  recognize  the  fact  that  we  cannot  exact 
impossibilities  of  even  the  Government;  and  it  may  be  impossible 
for  the  (iovernnient  to  return,  at  once,  to  specie  payment.*.  IJut  we 
can  and  ought  to  demand  that  the  Government  resume  si)ecie  pay- 
ments at  the  earliest  i)Ossible  moment. 

Moreover,  we  should  insist  that  the  currency  of  commerce — the 
money  of  the  world — become  again  actually,  or  in  substance,  the 
currency  of  the  American  people,  in  their  daily  business  trans- 
actions. 

CHINESE. 

It  would  be  a  work  of  su])ererogation  to  atte)ni)t  to  prove  that 
Chinese  immigration  is  undesirable,  and  that  it  will,  if  allowed  to  go 
on  without  check,  inflict  not  only  the  most  serious  evils  on  the  labor- 
ing classes,  but  work  a  change  in  the  very  character  of  our  civiliza- 
tion. This,  all  see  and  know.  But  how  .shall  the  evil  be  averted  ?  I 
will  not  stop  to  intpiire  to  just  what  extent,  or  with  what  effect,  we 
can  employ  the  i)olice  powers  of  the  State  for  that  purpose.  It  is 
certain,  however,  that  the  only  sure  remedy  against  Chinese  immi- 
gration lies  in  the  treaty-making  i)ower  of  the  United  States.  If  we 
would  escape  the  dangers  which  threaten  us  from  this  source,  we 
must  invoke  the  exerci.se  of  this  power.  Let  this  State  bring  all  its 
influence  to  bear  on  the  (lovernment  at  Washington,  to  induce  it  to 
demand  a  modification  of  the  treaty  between  this  Ciovernment  and 
that  of  China.  Our  interest,*,  our  very  safety,  demand  that  it  shall 
be  reduced  to  a  mere  commercial  convention. 

coxci.rsioN. 

In  conclu.sion,  permit  me  to  say,  that,  according  to  the  theory 
which  I  have  been  taught,  government  is  instituted  not  for  the  ben- 
efit of  those  who  administer  it,  but  for  the  common  good  of  all ;  and 
that  that  government,  which  is  the  .';imi)lest  in  its  form,  and  lea.st 
expensive  in  its  operations,  is  th(-  best,  if  it  accomplish  the  jan-poses 
for  which  governments  are  instituted.  In  a  word,  government  is  the 
agent  of  .society  for  the  accomplishmeiit  of  certain  specific  ])urposes. 
And  society,  like  an  individual  or  a  cor])oration,  is  interested  in 
having  its  agent  perform  the  work  assigned  him,  in  the  most  efli- 
cient  and  chcajjest  manner. 

This  brings  me  to  remark,  that  I  will  cordially  co-operate  with  the 
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Legislature  in  every  effort  it  may  make  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  tlie 
State,  county  and  nnmicipul  governments  to  the  lowest  scale,  com- 
patihle  with  vigor  and  efhciency  of  administration.

No 
member  shall  sjieak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate  on  the  same 
day  and  at  the  same  .-^tatie  of  the  bill,  without  leave;  and  Senators 
who  have  once  si)oki'n  shall  not  ajraiii  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except 
for  explanation),  to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has  not  spoken. 

27. 

When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name 
the  ineiii1)cr  who  is  to  sj)eak  first. 

28. 

AVhen  a  member  shall  l)e  I'alled  to  order  he  shall  sit  down  until 
the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not; 
and  every  (luestion  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  member,  li'  the  member  be  C'alled 
to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  exceptional  lansua<;e  shall  imme- 
diately be  taken  down  in  writinu. 

29. 

The  filial  (juestion  upon  the  second  reading  of  every  bill  origi- 
nating in  the  Senate,  and  re(iuiriiig  three  readings  j)revious  to  being 
passed, shall  be:  "Shall  the  bill  be  engro-^^sed  and  read  a  third  time?" 
And  no  amendment  shall  l)e  received  for  di.scu.ssion  at  the  third 
reading  of  any  bill,  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the 
final  i)a.ssage  of  any  such  bill,  to  move  its  commitment  under  special 
instructions. 

30. 

The  i)revious  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded 
by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  present,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  ui)on 
amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if  aiij',  upon  ])ending  amend- 
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meiits,  iviid  tlie]i  u])on  the  rnuiii  question.  On  a  motion  for  tiie 
previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  seconding  of  tlie  same,  a  eall  of 
the  Senate  shall  he  in  order;  but  after  a  majority  of  Senators  shall 
have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  he  in  order  i)ri(>r  to  the 
decision  of  the  main  (juestion. 

31. 

On  a  motion  for  the  ])revi()us  (juc^tion,  and  under  the  previou.s 
question,  there  shall  be  no  debate.  And  all  incidental  tiuestions  of 
order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  i)revious  (juestion,  (or 
while  acting  under  the  previous  question),  shall  be  decided,  whether 
on  ai)peal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

32. 

When  the  ayes  and  no(>s  shall  be  called  for  by  three  members 
pn>sent,  every  mend)er  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  at  the  time  the 
question  was  put,  shall  declai'e  openly,  and  without  debate,  his  assent 
or  dissent  to  the  (luestion.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  upon 
the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  taken 
al])habetically.  When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon  any 
question  in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  member  shall  be  permitted, 
under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  aftei'  the  decision  is 
announced  from  the  Chair. 

33. 

When  any  member  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  when 
his  name  is  called  on  the  call  of  ayes  and  noes  on  any  vote  about  to 
be  taken,  his  vote  shall  not  be  received  unless  unanimously  agreed 
to  by  the  members  ])resent;  nor  shall  a  member  be  counted,  on  a 
division  of  a  vote,  who  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate  with- 
out leave. 

34. 

\\'lieu  a  (luestion  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it  shall  l)e  in 
order  for  any  member  voting  in  the  majority  to  move  for  the  recon- 
sideration thereof,  and  .such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all 
other  questions,  exce])t  a  motion  to  adjourn;  but  no  motion  for  a 
reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  the  bill,  resolu- 
tion, message,  report,  amendment  or  motion,  ui)on  which  the  vote 
was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate;  nor 
after  the  usual  message  shall  have  been  sent  from  the  Senate, 
announcing  its  decision  ;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  a  reconsideration 
of  a  vote,  making  a  final  disjiosition  of  any  bill  or  resolution,  be 
made  on  the  day  on  which  \ho  same  was  taken ;  nor  shall  any  ques- 
tion be  reconsidered  moi-e  tlian  once. 


No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  entertained  at  a  later  period  than 
the  next  day  of  the  actual  session  of  the  Senate  after  the  vote  to  be 
reconsidered  has  been  taken  ;  nor  then,  unless  notice  of  intention  to 
move  a  reconsideration  shall  have  been  given  by  some  Senator  on 
the  same  day  when  such  vote  was  taken  ;  but  when  any  vote  shall  be 
reconsidered,  the  Senate  may  at  the  same  time  proceed' to  reconsider 
6s 
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any  previous  vote  or  order  in  relation  to  the  same  bill  or  resolution 
without  further  notice.  No  notice  of  intention  to  move  a  reconsid- 
eration siuill  be  given  on  the  day  next  preceding  the  last  day  of  the 
session. 

36. 

If  a  Senator  gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration, 
the  Secretary  shall  not  report  the  bill  or  resolution  to  the  Assembly 
till  the  reconsideration  is  disposed  of,  or  the  time  for  moving  the 
same  has  exi)ired. 

37. 

The  titles  of  bills,  and  sucli  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  Ijc  ati'ccted 
by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 

38. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Senate  when  not  acting  as  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  as  concisely  as  possible, 
care  being  taken  to  record  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  the  i>ro- 
ceedings;  but  every  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal,  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition, 
memorial  or  i)aper  i)resented  to  the  Senate  shall  also  be  inserted  in 
the  Journal. 

39. 

The  rules  of  tlie  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  so  far  as  may  be  applicable,  excei)t  limiting  the  number  of 
times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  not  be 
taken. 

40. 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  these  rules,  the  Senate  shall  be 
governed  by  the  law  and  practice  as  laid  down  in  Cushing's  Law  and 
Practice  of  Legislative  Assemblies. 

41. 

No  rule  shall  be  susi)ended  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  meml)ers  present,  and  no  additional  rule  or  amendment  of  a 
rule  shall  be  made  without  giving  at  lea.st  one  day's  notice  and  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  meml)ers  present;  provided,  that  no 
rule  requii'ing  unanimous  consent  shall  be  suspended  by  operation 
of  this  rule. 

42. 

The  rooms,  passages  and  buildings  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate  shall  l)e  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  he  shall  have  the  control  and  direction  of  the  journals, 
papers,  bills,  etc.,  of  the  Senate;  he  shall  see  tliat  all  officers  of  the 
Senate  perform  their  respective  duties,  and  may  assign  ])laces  to 
reporters. 

43. 

In  case  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  tlie  lobbies,  the 
President  (or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate),  .sliall 
have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 
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44. 

Tlic  President  sliall  liave  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform 
the  (kities  of  the  (!hair,  who  is  hereby  vested,  during  such  time,  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  President;  but  such  substitute  sliall  not  lose  the 
right  of  voting  on  any  (luestion  while  so  presiding. 

45. 

A  Sergeant-at-Arins  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  his  office^  during  the 
])leasure  of  the  Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  the  Senate 
during  its  sittings,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  lime 
to  time,  together  with  all  such  ])rocess  issued  by  authority  thereof,  as 
shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  President.  The  actual  expenses  of 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms  for  every  arrest,  for  eacii  day's  custody  and 
releasement,  and  for  traveling  expenses  for  him.self  and  special  mes- 
senger going  and  returning,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Contingent 
Fund,  and  no  other  fees  shall  be  i)aid  him  beyond  his  i)er  diem.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  keep  the  accounts  for 
l)ay  and  mileage  of  members,  to  i)repare  checks,  and,  if  recpiircd  so 
to  do,  draw  the  money  on  such  checks  for  the  members  (the  .same 
being  previously  signed  by  the  President,  and  indorsed  by  the  mem- 
ber or  i)erson  to  whom  the  check  is  made),  and  pay  over  the  same  to 
the  member  or  person  entitled  (hereto. 

40. 

Messengers  are  introchiced  in  any  state  of  business,  except  wliile  a 
question  is  being  put,  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  calling,  or  while 
the  ballots  are  counting. 

47. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  l)oorkeei)er  to  i)rohil)it  all  i)ersons 
except  Seiiators,  members  of  the  Assembly,  officers  of  the  two 
Houses,  and  such  reporters  as  have  seats  assigned  them  by  the  Pre- 
sident, from  coming  withiug  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  unless  invited  by 
the  Senate  througii  the  President,  and  to  arrest  for  contemitt  all  i)er- 
sons  outside  the  bar  or  in  the  gallery,  found  engaged  in  loud  conver- 
sation, or  otherwise  making  a  noise,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  Senate. 

48. 

When  nominations  shall  be  sent  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for 
their  confirmation,  the  same  shall  be,  unless  the  Senate  shall  by  a 
majority  vote  otherwise  direct,  acted  upon  at  once. 

49. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  copies  of  all  bills  of  a  general  nature  shall 
be  i)rinted.  No  local  or  special  bills,  or  other  matter,  shall  be  printed 
without  first  being  specially  ordered  by  the  Senate  ;  and  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  shall  be  required  to  certify  to  the  reception,  by  the  Senate, 
of  all  such  printed  matter,  and  the  quantity,  before  payment  shall  be 
made  or  bills  audited  therefor. 

50. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  (240)  copies  shall  be  printed  of  each  docu- 
ment or  other  matter  ordered,  unless  the  Senate  specially  direct  a 
different  number. 
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51. 

On  a  motion,  made  and  seconded,  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate 
on  the  discus.sion  of  any  bu.siness  which  may  in  tlie  o])inion  of  the 
Senate  reciuire  secrecj',  the  President  shall  require  all  ])ersons  except 
the  members.  Secretaries,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  Doorkeei)er  of  the 
Senate,  to  withdraw,  and  during  the  discu.ssion  of  said  motion  the 
doors  shall  remain  closed;  and  every  member  and  othcer  of  the 
Senate  shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters,  proceedings  and  things, 
whereof  secrecy  shall  be  enjoined  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

52. 

No  Assistant  Clerk  or  Clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate 
for  the  Enrolling  or  Engrossing  Clerk,  unless  upon  a  written  request 
and  recommendation,  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Contingent  Expcn.ses,  b\'  such  officer,  for  their  respective 
offices,  and  with  the  consent  of  their  respective  committees ;  which 
request  and  recommendation  shall  be  reported  to  the  Senate  with 
or  without  the  approval  of  .said  committee;  and  no  Assi.stant  Copy- 
ing Clerk  or  Clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Senate  for  the  Copy- 
ing Clerks  or  Journal  Clerk,  unless  ujion  a  written  request  and 
recommendation  of  such  officers,  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses,  who  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Senate  with  or  without  tiie  ajujroval  of  .said  committee-  and, 
furthermore,  that  no  clerk  or  clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  tlie  Senate 
for  any  committee  or  committees,  unless  upon  a  written  request  and 
recommendation,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee  or  com- 
mittees desiring  such  clerk,  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Contingen't  PLxpenses,  who  shall  rei)ort  the  same  to 
the  Senate  with  or  without  the  approval  of  said  committee. 

53. 

All  bills  which  .shall  not  have  been  printed,  which  are  reported 
upon  favoral)ly  by  a  delegation,  shall  be  referred  to  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee before  being  jmssed  by  the  Senate.

Since  tlie  result  of  siicli  a  contest  coiilii  not  he  forecast,  it  will  lie  readily  unilerstoiwl  that  its  pos- 
silile  tenninalion  in  no  measure  actiiales  this  steji. 

For  many  years  I  have  lieeii  a  citizen  of  Sacramento  County,  earnestly  <levote(l  to  her  advance- 
ment and  general  interests.  Like  most  other  counties,  her  prosperity  in  the  future  will  depend 
in  no  small  degree  U)i(m  wise  legislation  at  your  hands,  ancl  I  can  permit  neither  |icrsonal  nor 
jiarty  eonsiileratioiis  to  stand  hetween  myself  and  the  best  interests  of  her  people.  I  feel  that 
this  contest,  if  continued,  would  involve  the  outlay  of  a  eonsiderahle  luiiouni  of  the  ])ublir 
money,  and  work  a  hardship  to  a  largo  numlier  of  my  fellow-cilizeiis  who  would  of  necessity 
lie  called  ow.ay  from  their  respective  occuimlions  as  witnes.ses.  an<l  that,  |ii>ssilily,  it  might  he 
j)rolonged  through  almost  the  entire  session.  1  feel,  too,  that  at  tliis  time,  while  the  hunleiis  of 
taxation  alieaily  weigli  heavily  ii]k>ii  (he  ))eople  of  the  .State,  it  is  my  duty  to  the  public  gen- 
erally, and  the  citizens  of  Sacramento  City  and  Counly  (as  well  as  myself),  pari ieiilarly .  not  lo 
press  u])oii  the  Senate  a  question  frauglit  with  such  a  necessary  waste  of  lime  and  money. 

The  prolongation  of  a  contest  of  this  character  would  also,  I  fear,  greatly  embarrass  antl  impair 
the  usefulness  of  (he  gentleman  (Mr.  Ilayniond)  holding  a  certificate  of  election  to  the  seat  in 
(|iieslion,  and  to  mi  small  extent  deprive  this  county  of  the  services  of  a  Senator.

1. 

In  every  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  House 
and  dissented  from  in  the  other,  if  either  House  shall  request  a  con- 
ference and  appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  the  other  House  shall 
api)oint  a  like  committee:  and  such  committee  shall  meet  at  a  conve- 
nient hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  respective  Chairmen,  and 
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shall  confer  upon  the  differences  between  the  two  Houses,  and  shall 
report,  as  early  as  convenient,  the  result  of  their  conference  to  tlieir 
respective  Houses  for  their  action. 

2. 

When  a  message  shall  l)e  sent  from  either  House  it  shall  be 
announced  at  the  door  by  the  Doorkeejx'r,  and  shall  be  respectfully 
coninuniicated  to  the  Cliair  by  tlu;  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 


Messages  shall  be  .'^(-nt  l)y  the  Secretary,  Clerk,  or  liy  such  person 
as  a  .sense  of  ])roiiriety  of  eacii  House  may  determine  to  be  proper. 

4. 

Notic(>  of  the  action  of  either  House  to  the  other  shall  be  on  paper, 
ami  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  ('lerk  of  the  House  from 
which  such  notice  is  to  be  conveyed. 


After  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  (bilv  enrolled 
by  the  Enrolling  Ch-rk  of  the  A.ssembly  or  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill 
inay  have  originated  in  the  one  or  the  other  House,  and  shall  first 
receive  the  signature  of  the  presiding  officer  and  Clerk  or  Secretary 
of  the  Hou.se  in  which  it  emanated,  before  it  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Governor  of  the  State. 

(). 

When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  the  Enrolling 
Committee  of  the  Hou.se  in  which  they  originated,  who  shall  carefully 
compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engro.ssed  bill  as  ])a.sse(l  in  the  two 
Houses,  and,  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  (li.scovered  in  the 
enrolled  bill,  make  their  report  forthwith  to  the  House  in  which  tlie 
bill  originated,  .stating  by  whom  such  bill  was  examined. 

7. 

After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  .signed  in  the 
respective  Houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,"then  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

8. 

After  a  bill  shall  have  thus  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  .shall  be 
presented,  by  the  Enrolling  Committee  of  the  House  in  which  it 
originated,  to  the  (iovernor  of  the  State  for  his  approval  (it  being 
first  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  roll  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk,  as 
the  case  may  be,  certifying  in  which  House  the  bill  originated).  The 
said  committee  shall  report  the  time  of  presentation  to  the  Governor, 
which  time  shall  be  carefully  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the  House 
in  which  the  bill  originated. 

9. 

All  orders,  resolutions,  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  for  his  approbation,  shall  also,  in  the  same 
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manner,  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  and  signed,  and  shall  Ijc 
I)resented  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  committee,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  case  of  bills.

When  the  Senate  and  A.*sembly  shall  jud<;e  it  proi)er  to  make  a 
joint  address  to  the  Governor,  it  shall  be  presented  to  him  in  his 
audience  chamber  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Speaker  and  both  Houses. 

11. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  House, 
is  rejected  by  the  otlier,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in 
which  the  same  shall  luive  pas.sed.

When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  has  been  pas.sed  in  one  House, 
shall  be  rejected  in  the  other,  it  shall  not  be  brought  in  during  the 
same  session  without  a  notice  of  five  days  and  leave  of  two-thirds  of 
that  House  in  which  it  shall  be  renewed.

Each  House  .shall  transmit  to  the  other,  papers  on  which  any  bill 
or  resolution  shall  be  founded.

No  bill  or  re.><olution  that  shall  have  pas-sed  the  Assembly  and  Sen- 
ate, shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  on  the  last 
day  of  the  session.

No  ai)i)ro])riati()ns  of  money,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  shall  be 
made  except  by  bill. 

17. 

Each  Hou.se  may  order  the  i)rinting  of  bills  introduced  and  re- 
ports of  its  own  committees,  but  no  other  i)rinting  shall  be  ordered 
except  by  a  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  both  Houses.

There  shall  be  a  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  three  from  each 
House,  who  shall  examine  all  matter  proposed  to  be  printed  by  con- 
current order,  and  shall  rej^ort  what  part  of  such  matter  it  is  needful 
to  i)rint.

Xo  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  offered  for  .sale  or  introduced  within 
any  portion  of  the  building  which  is  used  for  State  i)urposes,  or  is 
under  the  control  of  this  Legislature.

Whereas,  The  peoijle  of  the  State,  burdened  with  taxes  and  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a 
monetary  panic,  are  expecting  and  demanding  of  this  Legislature  the  most  rigid  economy  in- 
sistent with  the  public  welfare:  and  whereas,  such  economy  demands  that  no  exjiendifure  of 
the  public  moneys  should  be  made  that  is  not  absolutely  necessary  for  the  public  good  :  and 
whereas,  the  Legislature  has  no  right  to  exj>end  the  public  funds  for  any  purpose  for  which  a 
tax  cannot  be  legally  imposed  upon  the  ])eople  of  the  Slate:  and  whereas,  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  and  the  spirit  and  genius  of  our  institutions  require  that  there  shall  be  no  union  of 
Church  and  State,  or  any  semblance  of  it.  nor  any  discrimination  or  ])refennent  as  to  religions 
creeds  or  opinions:  and  wherea.s,  the  prayers  of  faithful  and  godly  men  in  all  parts  of  the  State, 
of  all  religious  creeds  and  persuasions,  are  being  ofi'ered  up  to  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe  without 
pay  from  the  public  treasury,  for  the  people  of  the  State  and  all  their  officers  and  servants:  and 
whereas,  the  people  of  the  State  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  have  no  uniform  creed,  faith, 
practice,  or  form  of  worship ;  and  whereas,  the  appointment  of  a  Chaplain  to  the  Senate  is  unau- 
thorized by  any  law  of  the  State,  is  unnecessary  and  expensive,  involves  a  preferment  as  to 
religious  creeds,  fosters  a  spirit  of  rivalry  and  c<mtention  among  them,  breeds  animosity  and 
heart-burnings,  lowers  the  dignity  of  the  ministry  to  the  arena  of  party  politics,  destroys  the 
solemnity  of  prayer  by  reducing  it  to  a  mere  formula,  t^nds  to  unite  Church  and  State,  and 
makes  an  invidious  distinction  between  the  departments  of  government,  by  giving  a  Cha])lain 
to  some  antl  denying  one  to  others:  therefore,  be  it 

Rcxolved.  That  no  Chaplain  be  apjwinted,  retained,  or  jiaid  by  the  Senate,  during  this  session 
of  the  Legislature.

IN  MEMORIA.M. 

Mr.  Rogers,  successor  of  Hon.  Seldon  J.  Finney,  deceased,  rising 
from  his  seat,  spoke  as  follows : 

Mr.  Pkkside.vt  :  I  am  atmut  to  submit  a  resolution  of  rc^iH'ct  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Senate.  Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature  my  predecessor  in  offi<-e,  Hon.  Seldon  J. 
Finney,  has  passsed  away.  I  had  a  brief  acquaintance  with  him,  we  having  ser\-ed  together  in 
the  other  branch  of  the  Legislature  si,x  years  since. 

This  resolution  has  a  double  significance — of  sadness,  inasmuch  as  it  brings  up  a  painful  and 
lamented  ei)isode :  and  of  a  more  pleasing  nature,  in  that  it  gives  us  an  opportunity  of  testifying 
our  re3i)ecl  to  the  memory  of  a  worthy  man,  an  accomi)lished  gentleman,  and  a  distinguished 
citizen.  In  reminding  the  .Senate  of  the  worth  of  one  who  ha-s  in  times  gone  by  (Krupied  this 
very  seat,  and  voted  and  s[xiken  within  the  walls  which  are  around  us  to-day.  I  conceive  that 
the  few  words  I  have  to  say,  and  the  simple  resolution  1  have  to  ofler,  will  meet  with  a 
favorable  concurrence. 

It  is  not  my  place  or  purpose  to  detain  you  long  with  a  recital  of  the  virtues  or  a  )>alliatiou 
of  the  faults  of  my  predecessor.  Seldon  J.  Finney  is  dead  I  and  in  saying  this  I  have  consum- 
mated criticism  and  exhausted  panegyric,  for  he  is  Ix'voiid  the  reacji  of  Ixith.  1  might  say,  and 
with  truth,  that  in  every  relation  of  life  he  was  esteemed,  res|)eeted,  and  lieloved.  He  com- 
manded the  confidence  and  extorted  tbe  admiration  of  his  <w>nstiluents.  not  less  by  his  unswerv- 
ing integrity  than  by  his  solid  and  brilliant  worth.  I  might  say,  and  the  language,  although 
figurative,  would  convey  no  more  than  the  truth,  that  there  was  not  a  dr^'  eye  in  San  Mateo 
County  when  the  intelligence  of  his  sudden  anil  exceptionally  distressing  death  was  first  known. 
Much  more  might  be  said  and  yet  leave  the  half  untold,  but  at  present  it  is  needless. 

"  No  further  seek  his  meritj*  to  disclose. 

Or  draw  his  frailties  frcmi  their  dread  ab<Mle; 
There  they  alike  in  trembling  h(>i)e  re|)ose — 
The  bosom  of  his  Father  and  his  Ciod." 

I  am  not  here  to  pronounce  an  eulogism  on  the  deceased  Senator:  only  to  call  to  your  minds 
the  facts  of  his  lamented  death,  and  to  propose  a  measure  of  ]tr<)]>or  resjM-ct  to  his  memory. 
To  many  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  address,  he  was  personally  known,  to  others,  not  «>  for- 
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tun.atp,  he  was  known  by  reputation.  His  lifp,  wlion  not  engaged  in  the  active  di.scharge  of 
tliDse  liigli  imlitieal  duties  to  which  tlic  sutlragcs  of  hin  countrymen  called  him,  was  a  retired 
one,  for  he  was  a  man  of  retired  habits.  I  have  passed  hy  his  many  virtues  with  sea  reel  v  a 
assing  word  of  comment.  Is  it  fair,  then,  to  recount  his  failings,  without  which  no  hun'ian 
eing  has  ever  lived  ?  Their  bead-roll  is  soon  told,  and  they  dwarf  themselves  in  the  very 
recital.  His  worst  enemy  lairl  no  graver  fault  to  his  charge  than  eccentricity— a  fault,  if  it  be 
such,  which  is  excused,  if  not  eclipsed,  hy  his  commanding  genius.  A  cerlaiii  inconsistencv  in 
his  politicnl  conduct  may  lie  nttriliulcd  to  this  failing,  or,  perhaps,  rather  to  the  unswerving 
integrity  ol  the  man,  who  preferred  to  change  repeatedly,  so  long  .i.s  he  was  sure  he  was  right 
in  the  end.  Such  was  .Seldon  .1.  Finney,  as  nearly  as  my  ]«ior  words  can  depict  him;  ami 
there  are  many  here  who  will  bear  me  witness,  that' I  do  hiin  no  more  than  justice. 

As  his  su(*eessor  in  the  senatorial  seat  which  was  once  graeefl  l)y  his  iiresei'ice,  I  do  now  move 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Rrmhvd,  That  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn  out  of  respect  to  the  miMiiorv  r>f  the  Hon.  Seldon 
J.  Finney,  lute  Scn:ili>r  from  Sun  Miili'o  and  S:in  Francisco  Comities. 

Mr.  Tvittle,  in  lavoriiig  tlif  udoptiou  of  the  resolution,  spoke  a.s 
follows : 

Mr.  rnKsii)KNT:  I  can  heartily  indorse  all  that  has  been  said  regarding  the  Hon,  Seldon 
.1.  Finney.  During  the  last  session  of  the  Senate,  when  he  was  on  this  Hoor  as  a  Senator, 
he  occuiiied  a  seat  directly  back  of  the  one  occupieil  hy  myself,  and  lean  cheerfullv  testify  to 
his  real  worth.  When  I  first  met  him  I  must  confess  tliat'l  differed  widely  from  liis  jMilitical 
ideas,  yet  during  all  the  time  I  sat  with  him,  and  learned  him  better.  1  learned  to  res|iect  him, 
although  I  differed  from  his  o])inions  on  political  questions.  In  the  ailo]i(ion  of  this  resolution 
I  move  that  the  vole  be  taken  by  each  Senator  rising  in  his  plac-c 

The  foregoing  remarks  were  ordered  spread  upon  the  journal. 
The  resolution  was  adojited  unanimously,  each  Senator  rising  to 
his  feet.

This  is  a  proposition  to  create  a  si>ecial  commission,  with  power  to  assess  benefits  and  damages 
upon  the  line  of  Dupont  and  adjacent  streets,  by  reason  ol^  the  widening  of  the  former,  and  to 
issue  and  sell  seven  per  cent,  bonds,  at  ninety-five  cents  on  tlie  dollar,  to  pay  for  the  jmqx^rty 
which  may  be  ap|)ropriated  to  the  widening  of  the  street.  The  damages  are  to  be  paid  for 
immediately,  in  cash,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds,  whilst  the  benefits,  so  ca  lied,  are 
to  be  massed  in  a  general  mortgage  covering  the  proj)erty  effected,  which  mortgage  shall  lie  rep- 
resented by  the  aforesaid  twenty-year  bonds,  and  this,  too,  whether  the  property-owners  con- 
cerned will  it  or  not. 

In  cases  where  the  benefits  and  damages  happen  to  be  equal,  leaving  nothing  in  reality  to  be 
paid,  there  should  l)e  no  debt;  but  under  the  operation  of  this  bill,  the  damages  must  lx>  paid 
for  in  cash,  while  the  benefits  are  made  collectable  by  installments  in  twenty  years.  Sup]>os<? 
two  persons  own  the  entire  frontage  of  a  block  on  Dupont  street — one  the  ea.st.  the  other  the 
west  side — and  that  the  pro])erty  of  the  ]>erson  owning  the  west  side  is  damaged,  by  reason  of 
the  widening,  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  benefits  accruing  to 
the  same  proi)erty  amount  to  fifty  thousand  dollars;  in  that  ca.se  the  latter  sum  is  all  that  shoulil 
be  provided  tor;  but  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill, one  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  have 
to  be  i)aid  immediately :  and  thus,  by  a  legal  fiction,  an  unnecessary  debt  of  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars be  created.  This  reasoning  is,  it  seems  to  us,  equally  applicable  to  fractional  portions  of 
blocks. 

Again :  if  a  person  should  own  two  lots,  one  on  the  east,  the  other  U)»n  the  west  side  of 
Dupont  street,  and  the  damage  to  one  should  equal  the  benefit  to  the  other,  there  ought  in  such 
case  to  be  no  remaining  debt;  yet  the  owner  of  such  lots  would,  under  this  bill,  receive  the  full 
cash  value  of  his  damage,  and  have  both  his  lots  mortgaged  for  twenty  years,  to  pay  back  the 
sum  so  obtained. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  the  bill  should  not.  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  pass  in  its 
present  shape,  but  should  be  so  amended  as  to  remove  those  objectionable  features  herein  indi- 
cated.

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First — The  bill  proposes  to  grant  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  power  to  allow  and  order  paid  to  Mr.  William  P.  Humphreys,  the  present  City  and 
County  Engineer,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  payment  of  a  claim  basetf  upon  a  contract 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  pre])aring  a  system  of  sewerage  for  said  city  and  county. 

Second — The  contract  upon  which  the  claim  of  Mr.  Humphreys  is  based,  was  entered  into  by 
the  late  Board  of  Sujjervisors  only  a  few  days  before  said  Board  went  out  of  office,  and  without 
authority,  or  jiretended  authority,  of  law,  and  of  which  Mr.  Humphreys  was  full}'  advised. 

Tliird — If  a  complete  system  of  .sewerage  for  the  entire  city  was  pre|)ared,  as  contemj)lated  by 
the  contract  with  Mr.  Humphreys,  it  is  extrenu'ly  doubtful  if  it  would  ever  be  accepted  by  the 
city  and  carried  into  eflect,  owing  to  the  great  c.\])ense  which  would  be  necessarily  involved  by 
the  disuse  of  the  sewers  already  constructed,  and  the  construction  of  others  to  taiie  their  jilace. 
The  sewers  already  con.stnicted  have  cost  [)roperty  owners  several  millions  of  dollars,  and  to 
construct  others  to  take  their  place  would  cost  several  millions  of  dollars  more.  The  under- 
signed believe  the  property  owners  of  San  Francisco  are  not  prepared  to  favor  a  scheme  involv- 
ing so  large  an  expenditure. 

Fourth — In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Humphreys  is  at  present  an  oflice  holder  of  the  city, 
receiving  large  comi)ensation  for  his  services  from  fees  of  his  oflice,  and  that  there  is  now  in  his 
ollicc  much  cjt  the  (lata  upon  which  a  system  of  .sewerage  must  be  based,  the  undersigned  regard 
the  sum  nanu'd  in  the  bill  as  altogether  to()  large  for  the  services  to  be  performed. 

The  undersigned  therefore  recommend  thai  the  Ijill  do  not  pass.

Fir.'it — The  measure  )iroi>oses  Ihe  jiiirehase  or  eoiidemnation  of  private  propfiiy  for  the  i)nr- 
pose  of  maintaining  waler-wnrks,  ami  no  limit  what<'ver  is  lixivl  in  the  hill  to  tlie'am.iiinl  to  he 
paid  therefor.     Inasmiieh  as  proimsals  have  heretofore  hei'ii  snhmitted  to  the  Hoard  of  Snpervi- 

sors  of  that  eitv  and  emnitv  to  furnish  water-works,  n.mr  of  which  ■■x  dc'rl  ahont  ten  millions 

ol'  ilollnrs.  it  sc(  'Ills  to  IIS  thai  illiiuiiahle  power  tt)  purchase  should  iioi  he  hestowed,  as  it  is  hv 
this  bill. 

HcmiifJ — No  Board  of  Commissioners  is  created  by  this  bill,  hut  the  jirevailing  idea  seems  to 
be  to  permit  the  persons  called  Commissioners  to  act  as  individuals,  and  not  as  a  Board. 

Third — It  woulil  sc'em  that  the  gentlemen  who  are  thus  sivled  Commissioners  are  to  aei|uiro 
Ihe  water  rights  and  [iroperty.  not  t'or  the  city  and  county,  hut  for  themselves;  and  while  this 
was  probably  not  the  intc-nlioii  of  Ihe  framers  of  Ihe  bill, 'it  certaiiilv  is  snseeplihie  of  that  eon- 
striii'tion. 

7'oi/)7/i— The  bill  provides  llial  if  Ihe  Mayor.  Cily  and  County  .\ltorney,  and  Tax  Collector 
fail  lo  agree  upon  a  purchase,  then  (bc>y  sliali  appoint  ci-rtain  ol'her  jiersons  as  Coinmlssiopers. 
the  owners  of  water  rights  shall  appoint  certain  jiersons.  and  the  Countv  .Iiulge  shall  appoint 
another  person.  The  coiistitutioiialily  of  this  porli<m  of  Ihe  Act  is  extremely  iniestioiiahle. 
The  power  to  condemn  is  clearly  ••  a  special  jiroeeeding  "  under  the  Coiistitutioii.  and  it  seems 
to  us  ,as  clearly  must  be  cxci-eised  by  a  Court. 

/'V/>/i— While  the  hill  prohahly  intends  the  suhmissiiui  of  the  ultimate  (piestion  of  pnrehnse 
or  non-purchase  to  Ihe  electors  of  San  Fraiieiseo,  the  bill  either  adroitiv  or  unintentionally 
makes  the  purchase  entirely  indc'pendeiit  of  the  election.  It  would  secni  fn.ni  the  bill  that 
alter  the  purcha.se  is  conipleied,  the  people  are  to  have  an  opportunity  of  indulging  in  Ihe  lux- 
ury of  exercising  the  elective  franchise,  without  being  iicrniittcd.  by  even  a  unanimous  negative 
vote,  of  vetoing  the  purchase.

In  connection  with  the  accompanying  report  on  stationery,  etc.,  the  nndcrsigntxl  would 
respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  committee  to  the  following  statement  of  facts, 
as  an  evidence  of  the  fair  and  economical  manner  in  which  he  is  endeavoring  to  administer  the 
art'airs  of  the  office  of  Secretarj-  of  State: 

The  bills  for  gas.  wmid,  and  coal,  for  the  three  months  commencing  on  the  sixth  day  of 
Deceml>er.  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-live  (the  time  the  undersigned  went  into  office),  and 
ending  March  first, eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six, for  the  Capitol  building,  were  as  follows: 
Gas,  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  one  dollars:  wo<k1.  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  seven- 
teen dollars:  and  coal,  seven  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents,  Puring 
the  same  months  of  the  session  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  and  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-four  the  gas  bills  were  three  thousand  four  hundivil  and  seventy-one  dollars  and 
forty-four  cents :  wood, one  thousand  five  hundred  anil  twenty-nine  dollai's  and  fifty  cents:  and 
for  coal,  one  thousand  and  fifty-six  dollars.  .Vnd  during  the  same  months  of  the  session  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one  and  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two  the  ga.s  cost  three 
thousand  and  sixty-eight  dollars:  and  the  wcxid.  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents;  which,  in  the  matter  of  gas  alone,  makes  a  saving  during  my  term  of  eight 
hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  forty-four  cents  over  that  of  eighteen  hundn>d  and  seventy- 
three  and  eighteen  hun<lred  and  seventy-four:  and  of  four  hundred  and  sixty-.seven  dollars 
over  that  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one  and  eighteen  hundred  an<l  seventy-two ;  and 
when  you  take  into  consideration  the  fact  tiiat  the  price  of  gas  during  the  present  s<-ssion  is  five 
dollars  ]>er  thousand  feet,  while  during  the  previous  sessions  referred  to  it  was  only  four  dollars 
per  thousand  feet,  shows  a  still  further  reduction  in  my  favor  of  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
and  twenty  cents.  Add  to  this  the  reduction  in  the  wood  and  coal  bills  for  the  same  terms, 
gives  a  total  of  about  one  thousanil  seven  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  .•'jiving.  in  these  three 
Items  alone,  in  favor  of  the  present  term  over  that  of  the  session  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-three  and  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four. 

During  the  session Of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  and  eighteen  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-four there  were  three  men  t?mplove<l  to  attend  to  the  gas  meters,  and  do  such  plumbing, 
repairing,  etc., as  might  be  necessary  about  the  building.  These  matters  are  now  attended  to  in 
my  office,  and  by  the  .Janitor  and  assistant,  at  no  expense  whatever  to  the  State,  making  another 
saving  of  over  a  thousand  dollars  in  favor  of  the  present  term  :  and  during  the  first  month  of 
the  present  .session,  the  Sergoant-at-.Vrms  attended  to  the  repairing  ami  fixing  furniture, 
desks,  drawers.  et<'.,  in  the  Senate  and  .V-isembly  chambers,  and  committee  rofuns.  This  cost 
the  State  over  three  hundred  dollars.  The.se  matters  being  now  attended  to  under  my  direc- 
tion, this  item  of  ex|>ense  is  also  saved  to  the  Stjite,  there  being  no  charge  made  except  for  the 
actual  cost  of  the  materials  used.  These  changes,  in  favor  of  the  State,  were  made  by  the 
undersigned  as  soon  as  they  were  discovered,  an<l  not  under  any  instruction  of  the  honora- 
ble Legislature,  or  the  suggestions  of  any  one  else.

Article  IV.,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State, 
which  is  as  follows : 

"  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  Act, 
except  lor  municipal  puriK)ses." 

Language  could  not  be  more  explicit  in  declaring  that  corporations,  exce])t  for  municipal  pur- 
poses, can  be  formed  only  under  general  laws.  The  Legislature  is  expressly  inhibited  from 
forming  corporations,  other  than  miiiiicii)al,  by  special  Act.  If  this  Act.  t hen , projjosed  to/orm 
a  corporation,  there  would  be  no  question  that  it  would  be  void,  though  it  should  pa.ss  through 
all  the  stages  of  legislation,  for  the  want  of  constitutional  sanction.  The  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution would  be  so  i)alpable  and  flagrant  that  no  one  could  fail  to  sec  it. 

But  does  it  any  the  less  violate  the  Constitution  because  it  pro]K)ses  to  do  by  indirection  what 
the  Constitution  forbids  to  be  done  directly "! 

Xo  private  coriwration  can  be  formed  but  under  general  laws :  all  special  Acts  for  the  purjiose 
would  be  void  for  conflict  with  the  clause  of  the  Constitution  above  quoted.  But  such  corpora- 
tion being  formed  under  general  laws— the  cor|Xjrate  entity  In-ing  already  in  existence,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Ass<K:iation — is  it  comi)etent  for  the  Legislature  to  take  this  cor- 
[loration,  and,  bv  special  .\ct.  endow  it  with  new  jiowers.  enlarge  its  rights  and  franchises'?  If 
this  may  be  done,  what  will  it  avail  that  the  Constitution  forbids  the  creation  of  private  corix>- 
rations  bv  special  .\ct'? 

The  inhibition  in  the  Constitution  against  the  creation  of  private  corporations  by  special  Act 
wa.s  placed  there  for  a  two-fold  purpose : 

/.7,..,(_That  the  charters  of  corporations  might  not,  under  any  circumstances  or  in  any  event, 
contain  the  elements  of  a  contract.  Preserved  from  partakii'ig  of  this  character,  they  would 
alwavs  be  subject  to  change,  modification,  or  overthrow  by  subsequent  legislation.  Thus  the 
legislative  |«iwer  wouUl  always  l)e,  theoretically  at  lea.st,  siiiK-rior  to  the  cor|K)ration3  of  its  own 
creation.  If  private  tor]K)rations,  however,  should  l>e  recognized  as  existing  by  virtue  of  con- 
tracts, as  those  formed  by  special  Acts  had  been,  they  would  become,  Ixith  in  law  and  fact,  supe- 
rior to  the  power  from  which  thev  had  derived  their  being. 

i>o«(/— That  all  corporations  flirmed  for  the  same  j)ur|)OSC  should  possess  precisely  the  same 
rights,  powers,  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  like  disabilities  and  burdens. 

It  w-as  to  accomplish  these  purposes  that  the  clause  in  the  Constitution  forbidding  the  forma- 
tion of  corporations,  except  under  general  laws,  was  introduced.  If,  however,  the  Legislature 
mav,  when  once  a  cor|)oralion  has  been  fonned  under  genenil  laws,  endow  it  with  new  |)owers 
bv  special  Act,  what  forbids  that  such  corporation  should  acouire  rights  and  |«iiwers  as  inimical 
to  the  interests  or  liberties  of  the  people,  and  as  much  beyond  legislative  control,  as  if  the  ixiwers 
had  been  conferred  in  a  sjK'cial  Act  creating  the  corporation  :  and  what  forbids  that  two  corpo- 
rations, formed  under  the  same  general  laws,  for  the  same  purposes,  ostensibly,  should  be 
endowed  with  whollv  diverse  rights  and  powers,  and  be  subjecte<l  to  the  most  unequal  burderiS 
and  disabilities';  In"  fact,  if  we  admit  that  the  Legislature,  though  it  cannot  create  private 
corjMrations  by  special  Act,  may,  after  they  are  formed,  confer  on  them  by  such  Act  new  powers, 
or  enlarge  or  modify  those  which  they  already  have,  we  throw  wide  open  the  diwrs  to  legisla- 
tion which  must  defeat  the  ver)-  p'urixjses  'for  which  the  creation  of  private  corjwratious  by 
special  Act  is  forbidden. 

But  however  clear,  or  conclusive  even,  the  reasoning  may  be  against  this  exercise  of  i»wer  by 
the  Legislature,  it  is  fortunate  that  we  are  not  compelled  to'  rely  on  argument  alone  in  our  oppo- 
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sitioii.  I  am  Ua]>\>y  to  know  Unit  the  view  liore  presented  is  supported  hy  not  oiilv  the  rea- 
soniiiKlnit  the  autliority  also  of  mir  Supreme  Court.  In  tlie  case  of  The  City  anil' County  nf 
San  Frarinarn  v.  The  Spring  Valle.y  Water  Cmnjmtiy,  tlie  f'ourt  heki  that  corporations  in  tliis 
Stale,  except  for  nuiniei|ial  ])urj)o3eB,  must  not  only  he  formed  under  generalhiws.  but  could 
pxeicise  no  jKiwers  except  such  as  are  conferred  hy  these  general  laws.  Thus  the  clause  of  the 
(JoTistitulion  which  I  liave  heen  considering  has  already  re<-cived  a  judicial  construction  hy  the 
highest  tribunal  in  the  State,  and  that  construction  is  fatal  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  bill 
now  returned  without  approval. 

But  if  the  bill  were  not  objectionable  on  account  of  a  repugnancy  to  the  Constitution,  it  wouhl 
still  be  doubtful  if  it  ought  to  receive  legislative  sanction.  Its  object  is  to  endow  a  corporation, 
formed  for  charitable  |)\irposes,  with  a  capacity  to  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  property  left 
to  the  corporation  by  will.  It  is  a  question 'which  addresses  itself  to  considerations  of  public 
policy,  as  to  how  far  corpor.ations  of  any  kind  ought  to  be  permitted  to  go  in  holding  or  dealing 
in  real  estate.  The  policy  in  this  State  has  been  to  restrict  corporations  in  their  right  to  holil 
real  estate  to  the  ])osscssio]i  of  such  ]iarcels  thereof  as  might  be  necessary  in  prosecuting  the 
business  for  which  they  were  formed.  And  my  own  ojiinion  is.  that  it  is  against  sound  public 
policy  that  this  rule  should  be  de|)arted  froin.  I  do  not  think  anv  corporation  ought  to  be 
formed,  or  ought  to  exist,  to  operate  in  real  estate ;  nor  do  I  think  any  corporation,  formed  for 
any  other  purpose,  ought  to  be  peniiitted  to  hold  any  more  real  estate  than  is  necessary  for  the 
reasonable  and  convenient  tran.saction  of  its  business";  nor  should  any  corporation  be  allowed  to 
deal  in  real  estate,  except  to  the  extent  that  such  dealing  may  he  a  necessarv  and  unavoidable 
incident  in  the  proseculion  of  the  business  for  which  the  coriwration  wa.s  formed.  Holding 
these  views,  I  seriously  doubt  whether  any  corporation  should  be  endowed  with  the  cap.acity  to 
take  real  estate  by  will.  Anil  were  not  the  bill  now  returned  obnoxious  to  constitutional  objec- 
tion, as  it  is.  I  would  hesilalc  long  before  giving  it  my  approval.  My  judgment  is  against 
allowing  any  corporation,  of  whatever  kind,  to  hold  more  real  estate  than  I'nav  be  neoes.5ary  for 
the  reasonable  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  for  which  it  was  formed.

Mr.  Presidbmt:  The  majority  of  the  Centennial  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate 
Bill  Xo.  52 — An  Act  making  an  appropriation  to  aid  exhibitors  from  the  State  of  California  at 
the  Centennial  Exhibition,  to  1*  held  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  .July  .  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-six,  and  a  substitute  fur  the  same — beg  leave  to  make  the  following  ri  |><>rt : 

We  consider  the  constitutional  right  to  so  appropri,ite  money  ajiimrant  to  dis<-uss,  had  it 
not  been  raised  by  those  opposed  to  such  appropriation  in  all  and  every  resfH-ct.  The  case 
principallv  cited  iii  op|K>sition  is  that  of  Lowell  v.  Cili/  nf  Bmt'm.  :\  Mi!s.s.  KefK^rts.  page  464,  in 
which  the  Court  held  "  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  that  State,  authoriz- 
ing the  City  of  Boston  to  issue  bonds  for  the  relief  of  individual's  whose  jironerty  was  burned 
iu  the  great  fire  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two."  to  be  unconstitutional.  The  Court  savs 
(page  461):  "  To  justify  any  exercise  of  the  power  (taxation)  rcipiires  that  the  cxjienditure  it  is 
intended  to  meet  shall  be  for  some  object  which  concerns  public  welfare.  The  pn.motion  of  the 
interests  of  individuals,  either  in  re^jwct  to  property  or  business,  although  it  may  result  inci- 
dentally in  the  advancement  of  the  public  welfare,'is,  in  its  essential  character,  a  private  and 
not  a  public  object." 

The  Court  further  shows  "  that  the  power  of  the  Legislature  is  limited  by  the  fourth  article, 
first  chapter,  first  section  of  the  State  Constitution."  (page  461 ) :  and  further  says  (on  page  473), 
"  that  it  is  a  ouestion  of  legislative  jOTWer  under  the  Constitution  of  the  commonwealth." 
Instead  of  the  above-cited  decision  being  adverse  to  our  constitutional  right,  the  majority  of 
the  committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  decidedlv  in  its  favor. 

We  find  no  unconstitutional  prohibition,  but  innumerable  instances  of  our  Legislatures  exer- 
cising similar  rights.  .\  State  Legislature  occupies  altogether  a  different  position  from  even  the 
Conen-ss  of  the  rnite<I  Statics.  The  latter  is  restricted  to  delegated  powers  :  while  the  former  is 
supreme,  onlv  as  restricted  by  the  Constitution. 

Therefore,  there  being  no  cljnstitutional  prohibition,  with  jxdicy,  patriotism,  and  State  pride  in 
favor  of  an  appropriation,  the  committee  deem  it  disgrawful  for  the  .^tate  of  Califnniia.  the 
most  favored  State  in  the  I'nlon.  inferior  to  none  in  natural  resources,  and.  in  oniixirtion  to  her 
age,  the  |)eer  of  anv  in  advancement,  to  lay  behind  on  such  an  occasion — one  which  is  joined  in, 
not  onlv  bv  her  sister  States,  but  bv  nearlv  every  nation  on  earth  and  popiilaleil  island  of  the 
sea.  Shall  we,  while  all  the  world  is  moving  to' do  us  honor,  fail  to  resjiond?  Shall  our  proud 
young  State  be  the  only  unrepresented  pf>rtion  of  the  globe?  Shall  we  taniish  our  reputation  : 
and  instead  of  sustainilig  and  defending  our  character  for  energj',  enterjirise,  and  lil)erdlity,  sink 
into  parsimonious  disrepute? 

The  committee  unanimously  report  back  a  substitute  for  the  bill  and  substitute  referred  to  us, 
and  a  majoritv  recommend  its  passage.

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  at  its  twenty-first  se-ssion,  commencing  on  the  sixth 
day  of  December,  A.  D.,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  by  a  majority  of  all  memljers 
elected  to  each  house  thereof,  and  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate,  and 
by  a  majority  of  all  the  members'  elected  to  "the  -Vssembly  thereof,  adopt  and  agree  to  the 
amendments  "hereinafter  set  forth,  to  the  Constitution  of  the'  State  of  California.  Said  amend- 
ments were  jirojiosed  in  the  Assembly  of  said  State,  at  the  twentieth  ."session  of  the  Legislature 
thereof,  and  were  at  such  session  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  meml)ers  elected  to  the 
Assembly  :  and  subsequently  and  at  the  same'  session,  were  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the 
meml)ers  elected  to  the  Senate  of  said  State:  and  were  during  such  session  entered  at  large  on 
the  journals  of  each  house,  with  the  ayes  and  nays  taken  thereim  in  each  house,  and  were 
referred  to  the  Legislature  then  next  to  be  chosen',  and  were  duly  and  legally  published  for 
three  months  next  preceding  the  time  of  such  choice.

To  the  Scnnlr.  of  t/ic  S/ale  nf  Ciilifurnid  : 

I  herewith  return  to  yovir  honorable  hody  Senate  Bill  No.  — Entitled  an  Act  to  enable  the 
Board  of  Sujiervisors  of  Sacramento  f'ounty  to  refund  certain  moneys — without  apjiroval. 

This  bill,  if  it  shall  beciune  a  law,  will  authorize  and  direct  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Sacra- 
mento County  to  audit,  allow,  and  refund  to  .James  McClatchy,  an  ex-Sheriff  and  e.\-Tax  Col- 
lector of  the  same  county,  a  certain  claim  which  he  j)refcrs  against  the  county  for  moneys  piiid 
into  the  countv  treasury  in  excess,  as  he  alleges,  of  what  he  was  re(|uire(l  by  law  to  pay.  If  it 
be  a  fact  that'McClatchy  paid  into  the  county  treasury  moneys  which  were  not  by  law  due  the 
county,  he  ought,  in  ju.stice  and  equity,  to  be' ])ermitte(l  to  recover  the  same  back.  If,  however, 
he  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  only  such  ]iorti(in  of  his  fees  and  jiercentages,  asa  jnihlic 
officer,  as  the  law  required  him  to  pay,  it  would  niauitestly  be  both  a  great  usurjiation  of  power 
on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  and  a  gross  outrage  on  the  lax-payers  of  Sacramento  County,  if  a 
law  should  now  be  passed  requiring  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pay  to  him,  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  countv,  the  sum  asked  for. 

What  are  the  facts  of  the  case?  McCIatchy  assumed  the  office  of  Shcrifl'and  ex  oflicio  Tax 
Collector  of  Sacramento  County  in  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  held  it  till 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six.  The  law  then  in  force,  providing  for  the  government 
of  Sacraniento  Countv,  required  tliat  several  of  the  county  officers,  including  the  Sherifl'. County 
Clerk.  Recorder,  and  Distriet  Attorney,  should  pay  over 'ten  per  I'eut.  of  the  fees  aUowed  them 
f(U-  services  into  the  county  treasury,  i'or  the  benefi't  of  the  School  Fund.  The  Collector  was  not 
designated  in  the  stiitute'as  one  oi'  those  required  to  pay  ten  jier  cent,  of  his  fees  or  percentages 
into' the  county  treasury.  The  Board  of  Su])ervisors, "however,  held  that  as  the  law  required 
the  Sheriff  to  pay  over  iiito  the  county  treasury  ten  per  cent,  of  his  lees,  and  the  Sheriff  was  ex 
,  officio  Tax  Collector,  he  must  pay  over  ten  per  cent,  of  his  percentages  as  Tax  Collector  also.  I 
shall  not  undertake  to  determine  whether  this  was  a  jirojier  construction  of  the  law  or  not.  It 
is  sufficient  for  my  ]iresent  purpose  that  it  is  the  construction  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
then  in  authoritv  placed  upon  it,  and  that  McCIatchy  acquiesced  in  the  eonstruction  so  far  .as  to 
])ay  into  the  treasury  ten  per  cent,  of  his  percentages  as  Tax  Collector,  though  I  believe  he  did 
so  under  jirotest. 

It  mav  be  admitted  that  subsequent  Boards  of  Supervisors  have  placed  a  difTerent  construc- 
tion on  "the  Act,  and  that  subsequent  Sherifts  have  not  been  required  to  pay  into  the  county 
treasurv  ten  pi-r  cent,  of  their  percentages  as  ex  ollicio  Tax  Collectors.  But  the  inference  that 
is  attenipted  to  he  drawn  from  these"  facts,  lo  wit:  that  the  Legislature  should  auihorizi' and 
direct  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  refund  to  McClalehy  the  amount  he  paid  into  the  treasury 
from  this  source,  docs  not  logically  follow.  The  facts  above  cited  only  show  that  the  law  gov- 
erning the  obligations  of  the  Sherifl'  of  Sacramento  County,  as  ex  officio  Tax  Collector,  as  respects 
the  payment  into  the  countv  treasurv  of  a  portion  ot  the  percentage  allowed  for  his  services,  has 
been  d'itferentlv  coustnuMl  liy  diflereiit  Boards  of  Sujiervisors.  It  is  only  fair  to  assume  that 
these  several  Boards  acted  h'oncsllv.  with  such  lights  as  they  jiossessed.  in  reaching  their  resjiec- 
tive  conclusions  touching  the  duty"  of  tlie  Sheriff  as  ex  officio  Tax  Collector,  in  this  resi)eet. 

Now,  I  respectfully  submit  that  it  is  not  the  function  of  the  legislative  department  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  adjiuiicate  (piestions  nor  to  determine  what  the  constructiiui  of  statutes  should  be. 
And  I  may  remark  in  passing,  that  the  statute  in  question  has  never  received  a  judicial  con- 
struction ;  "and  that,  therefore,  the  Legislature,  in  passing  the  bill  now  returned,  has,  in  substance, 
exercised  the  functions  of  the  judicial  branch  of  the  government. 

Now,  I  venture  to  suggest,  that  while  it  may  he  true  that  McCIatchy  is  a  victim  of  an  erro- 
neous, or  even  an  alisurd.  construction  of  a  statute,  the  remedy  proposed  in  this  bill  is  not  one 
which  the  Legislature  ought  to  undertake  to  give.  It  is  the  function  of  the  judicial  deimrtment 
of  the  goveriiiiient  to  construe  and  declare  the  meaning  of  statutes  when  the  rights  of  in<livid- 
uals  under  them  are  in  controversv. 

It  occurs  to  mc  that  the  most  "which  the  party  who  seeks  to  recover  back  by  this  bill  a  sum 
alleged  to  have  been  paid  into  the  county  treasury  without  the  requirement  of  law  can  reasona- 
bly ask,  is  to  be  iiermitted  to  go  into  the'Courts  aiul  have  his  rights  in  the  premises  judicially 
determined  :  and  that  if  he  be  found  by  the  judgment  of  such  tribunal  to  have  ]iaid  money  into 
the  county  treasury  in  excess  of  what  he  was  required  by  law  to  do,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
be  required  to  refund  to  him  such  excess. 

For  the  above  reasons,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  from  the  bill  now  returned.

At  that  meeting  it  was  agreed  that  the  commit- 
tees should  request  their  respective  Houses  to  invest  them  with  the  powers  of  a  Committee  of 
Free  Conference,  and  it  was  understood  that  upon  receiving  those  powers  the  two  committees 
should  report  a  substitute  for  Assembly  Bill  No.  292,  embodying,  in  the  main,  these  two  propo- 
sitions, viz : 

First — The  price  of  gas  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  and 

Sefond — Providing  that  gas  should  be  furnished  of  an  illuminating  power  not  lean  than  fifteen 
standard  sperm  candles,  consuming  one  hundred  and  twenty  grains  of  sperm  eacli  per  hour. 

In  .accordance  with  this  agreement,  each  committee  was  invested  with  the  powers  of  a  Free 
Confere!ice  Cointnittee,  l)ut  before  meeting  as  sudi  tlie  Chairnuvn  of  the  Senate  committee  was 
waited  on  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Assembh'  committee,  and  informed  by  hini  that  no  meeting 
of  the  Conference  Committee  would  be  of  any  avail,  as  the  Assembly  committee  had  unani- 
mously agreed,  and  tliat,  too,  after  consultation  with  the  Assembly  deli^gaticm  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, that  they  would  not  recommend  to  the  Assembly  to  concur  with  any  of  the  Senate  amend- 
ments, but  woidd  insist  upon  the  ])assage  of  the  bill  as  it  left  the  Assembly,  viz:  three  dollars 
per  thousand  feet,  and  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix  any  standard  of  illuminating 
power  their  caprice  might  (lictale,  but  not  less  than  sixteen  eandlc-s. 

De])recating  the  determination  of  the  Assembly  committee,  your  committee,  notwithstanding, 
prepared  the  annexed  substitute  and  submitted  it  to  the  Assembly  committee,  but  in  reply 
received  the  annexed  nnswer,  refusing  to  accede  to  the  substitute  or  to  accede  to  anything  biit 


This  conclusion  to  our  labors  results  in  this:  the  Senate  is  cilled  upon  to  accept  the  Assembly 
bill  reducing  the  price  of  gas  seventy-five  cents  per  thousand  feet,  or  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
present  price,  a  simply  ruinous  reduction  to  the  manufacturer,  and,  considering  the  price  of  coal 
and  labor,  a  lower  price  than  that  prevailing  in  the  United  States,  and  further  permitting  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix  any  st.andard  of  illuminating  power  it  pleases,  but  not  less  than 
sixteen  candles,  a  higher  illuminating  power  than  is  prescribed  by  any  law  your  committee  can 
discover  ;  or  the  Senate  must  adhere  to  its  amendments. 

Wc  recommend  that  the  Senate  refuse  to  recede  from  its  amendments. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  quality  and  price  of  ifa.s  in  the  Citt)  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  1.  The  quality  and  stand.ard  illuminating  power  of  gas  to  be  furnished  by  any  per- 
son, company,  or  corporation,  whose  pi]ie?  or  mains  are,  or  shall  be,  laid  down  in  the  streets  or 
highways  of  the  Cit,v  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  supi)lying  gas  for  the  use 
of  said  city  and  county,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen-candle  power, 
or  such  that  five  cubic  feet  of  gas  jier  hour  so  furnished  shall  give  light  at  least  equal  to  that 
afforded  by  the  combustion  of  fifteen  standard  sperm  candles,  consuming  one  hundred  and 
twenty  grains  of  siierm  each  per  hour,  the  burner  to  be  use<l  to  be  that  best  adapted  to  the 
economical  consumption  of  the  gas.  The  rate  and  jirice  of  gas  so  furnished  shall  not  be  more 
than  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Sue.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor.  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  they  .are  hereby  required,  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to 
appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervi-sors  of  said  city  and  county,  a  person  of  com- 
petent experience  and  knowledge  of  and  concerning  the  proper  qualities  of  gas,  w^ho  shall  not 
be  interested  in  or  connected  with  any  gas  company  or  corporation  in  said  city  and  county,  or  in 
anywise  interested  in  the  stock  of  any  such  company  or  corporation,  who  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  Gas  Inspector  of  the  city  and  county,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  i)erson  so  appointed  shall,  before 
"he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  said  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  altirmation  before  the 
County  Judge  of  said  city  and  county,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  said  Board, 
that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  perforin  all  the  duties  required  by  this  Act  in  that  behalf 
as  Gas  Inspector  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  make  and 
file  in  said  office,  a  bond  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  siun  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  ajiprovcfl  by  said  Board,  conditioru-d  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  said  oflice.    Said  ofliccr  shall  be  entitled  to  a  compensation  and  salary  to  be  fixed 
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and  allowed  by  said  Board,  sufficient  to  remunerate  him  for  the  duties  performed  by  him  as 
such  Gas  Inspector,  and  which  amount  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and 
county. 

Skc.  3.  It  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  such  Inspector,  immediately  upon  his  appointment  and  quali- 
fication as  such  officer  as  aforesaid,  to  make  a  careful  examination  and  inspection  of  the  quality 
and  illuminating  power  of  gas  furnished  to  said  city  and  county  and  inhabitants  thereof,  for 
illuminating  purposes,  and  also  obtain  accurate  and  reliable  information  with  res|X'Ct  to  the 
quality  and  illuminating  jKiwer  of  gas  furnished  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  prices  charged  therefor,  and  also  the  comparative  cost  of  the  manufacture  and  su]>ply  of  gas 
in  other  cities  of  the  United  States  with  the  cost  of  manufacture  and  supply  of  the  same  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  report  fully  the  result  of  such  inspection,  examination, 
and  information,  to  said  Board  within  six  months  after  his  ap)x>intmont. 

Skc.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Inspector  to  examine  and  ins])ect,  from  time  to  time,  as 
often  as  once  every  week,  with  notice  U<  the  person,  company,  or  corjxiration  furnishing  the  gas, 
the  quality  and  illuminating  power  of  gas  furnished  to  said  city  and  countv  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  in  ca.se  the  same  shall  at  any  time  fall  below  the  standard  hereby  fixed,  then  to 
report  the  same  to  said  Board. 

Sec.  a.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  company,  or  cor])oration  to  furnish  to  said  city 
and  county,  or  any  inhabitant  thereof,  gas  for  illuminating  puriwses  of  a  lower  standard  or 
quality,  or  a  higher  price,  than  as  provided  by  this  Act,  and  for  every  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  the  provisions  of  any  order,  resolution,  or  ordinance  of  said  Board  made  in  pur- 
suance thereof,  every  such  i)erson,  company,  or  corporation  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  public 
ofl'ense  and  subject  to  indictment,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  offense  in  that  behalf, 
which  fines  shall  be  jiaid  into  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county.

Dear  Sir:  We  have  considered  your  proposed  substitute  for  Assembly  Bill  No.  292,  and  are 
unable,  after  mature  deliberation,  to  accommodate  its  terms  with  our  conception  of  the  public 
demand,  which  we  believe  is  answered  in  -■Vssenibly  Bill  No.  292  as  it  left  tiie  House.  In  our 
judgment,  that  bill  is  not  only  responsive  to  the  public  demand,  but  just  to  the  furnishers  of  gas, 
who  aflect  to  be  discriminated  against  unjustly. 

We  are  convinced  that  a  bill  which  will  satisfy  the  gas  companies  will  not  answer  the  just 
cxi)cctation3  of  the  ))eople,  but,  on  the  c-ontrary,  aggravate  the  rigors  of  their  present  situation ; 
and  that  rather  than  have  delusive  legislation,  the  ]X'ople  will  prefer  to  wait  until  they  can 
obtain  what  they  have  so  long  vainly  sought  in  this  regard.

The  special  order  set  for  this  hour  was  temporarily  postponed. 
By  general  consent  the  reading  of  the  journal  of  Saturday  last  was 
dispensed  with,  and  the  same  ai)proved. 

Mr.  Haymond  ofi'ercd  a  I'esolution  as  follows: 

Be  it  resolved  b;/  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California,  That  a  committee  of  five  Senators  be 
appointed,  with  power  to  sit  at  any  time  or  place  within  the  State,  and  that  said  committee  shall 
make  inquiry  : 

First — As  to  the  number  of  Chinese  in  this  State,  and  the  effect  their  presence  has  upon  the 
social  and  political  condition  of  the  State. 

Sec07td — As  to  the  probable  result  of  Chinese  immigration  upon  the  country,  if  such  immi- 
gration be  not  discouraged. 

Third — As  to  the  means  of  exclusion,  if  such  committee  should  be  of  the  opinion  that  the 
presence  of  the  Chinese  element  in  our  midst  is  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  country. 

Fourth — As  to  such  other  matters  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  have  a  bearing  upon 
the  questicm  of  Chinese  immigration. 

And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  said  committee,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  sliall  prepare  a  memorial  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  which  memorial  must  set  out  at  length  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  sulyect  of  this  inquiry, 
and  such  conclusions  as  the  committee  may  have  arrived  at  as  to  the  policy  and  means  of 
excluding  Chinese  from  the  country. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  committee  is  authorized  and  directed  to  have  printed,  at 
the  State  Printing  Office,  a  suflicient  number  of  copies  of  such  memorial,  and  of  the  testimony 
taken  by  said  conimitlce,  to  furnish  copies  thereof  to  the  leading  newspapers  of  the  United 
States,  five  copies  to  each  member  of  Congress,  ten  copies  to  the  Governor  ot  each  State,  and  to 
deposit  two  thousand  copies  with  the  Secretar}-  of  State  of  California  for  general  distribution. 

And  be  it  further  rcso/ird.  That  such  committee  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  Decem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  furnish  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  two 
copies  of  said  memorial,  properly  engrossed,  and  that  the  Governor,  upon  receijrt  thereof,  be 
requested  to  transmit,  through  the  proper  channels,  one  of  said  copies  to  the  Senate,  and  the 
other  to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

And  be  it  furtlier  resolved,  That  said  committee  have  full  jx)wer  to  send  for  persons  and 
papei's,  and  administer  oaths,  and  examine  witnesses  under  oath,  and  that  a  majority  of  said 
committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

And  be  it  further  re-wlvcd.  That  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  at  a  comiiensation  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  a  Phonographic

He 
thanked  the  Senators  for  the  forbearance  that  they  had  exercised, 
and  expressed  his  well  wishes  for  their  future  success  and  happiness.
